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Military Seizes Chile, Allende Suicide 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — Salvador Allende, 
the first freely elected Marxist leader in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, was ousted in a violent coup by 
the Chilean military Tuesday and police said Al¬ 
lende took his own life rather than surrender to the 
attacking rebels. 

Allende’s slumped body, with a bullet through 
his mouth, was reported to have been found in the 
presidential palace after a 20-minute attack by the 
military, which included bomb-dropping planes and 
heavy artillery. 

A four-man military junta took contpdj of the 


government and declared a state of siege. Cen¬ 
sorship and a curfew were imposed. 

The coup capped weeks of violent unrest in 
Chile, in which the armed forces finally joined 
growing groups of workers and professionals who 
had been demanding Allende’s resignation. 

But the 65-year-old Allende held true to his 
firm commitment not to resign his attempts to 
bring socialism to Chile. 

In his last public statement, made by radio as 
two air force jets screamed over the downtown 
government house, Allende said: 

“I will not resign. I will not do it. I am ready to 


resist with whatever means, even at the cost of my 
life in that this senes as a lesson in the ignomini¬ 
ous history of those who have strength no’t rea¬ 
son.” 

The chief photographer for the Santiago daily 
El Mersurio said he saw Allende lying dead on a 
blood-soaked sofa in the anteroom of the palace 
dining hall. He said the president had shfct himself 
once in the mouth. 

Police Prefect Rene Carrasco confirmed the 
suicide. He said Augusto Olivares, a close Allende 
adviser, also killed himself. 

A list of 68 prominent Socialist and Commu¬ 


nist leaders was broadcast and they were ordered 
to appear at the defence ministry or face arrest. 

More than 100 Communist and Socialist party 
members were reported arrested in Santiago and 
Valparaiso — a port city where naval units began 
the coup early Tuesday. 

Tuesday morning, the chiefs of the army, 
navy, air force and national police sided with the 
anti-Marxist opposition and issued a noon ultima¬ 
tum for Allende to resign.

Housewives , 
Pensioners 
In Protest ' 

OTTAWA (CP) - Red-coat¬ 
ed RCMP and plain- 
clothesmen watched Tuesday 
as pensioners, housewives and 
community workers protested 
in front of the Parliament 
buildings against high food 
prices. 

The loosely-organized group 
of about 100 men and women 
chanted, sang and waved pla¬ 
cards as MPs arrived to start 
their parliamentary day. 

Shouted slogans came to a 
crescendo as Prime Minister 
Trudeau arrived, accom¬ 
panied by Finance Minister 
John Turner. 

Trudeau looked around at 
the group, smiled briefly and 
walked into the building. 
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Government sources said a 
protocol setting up a coalition 
government would be signed 
on Friday following final revi¬ 
sions. 

A special cabinet set up to 
examine the protocol met 
Tuesday and expressed its 
agreement, according to the 
sources. 

Souvanna said that the Lao- 
tion military leadership had 
accepted a “modified" draft 
protocol of die Feb. 21 Lao¬ 
tian cease-fire agreement. 
Several concessions were 
made by Phoumi Vongvichit, 
special negotiator for the 
Pathet Lao, informed sources 
said. 

There was no immediate in¬ 
dication as to the details of 
the agreement. 

Souvanna, who had been 
acting as a mediator in the 
talks, met with Phoumi Tues¬ 
day to discuss putting "final 
touches" on the modified pro-, 
tocol, sources said. 

His announcement of the 
agrement was made to a dele¬ 
gation of the newly-es¬ 
tablished national coordina¬ 
tion committee for restoration 
of peace and application of 
national concord, headed by 
his nephew, Prince Siharaph 
Phasoup. 

The major stumbling block 
toward a final accord had 
been the question erf how 
many, government and Pathet 
I,ao troops would be stationed 
in Vientiane, the administra¬ 
tive capital, and Luang 
Prabang, the royalist capital. 

Souvanna’s half brother, 
Prince Souphanouvong, is no¬ 
minal head of the Pathet Lao 
and presumably would be the 
first deputy premier in a new 
government. 

The February peace pact 
called for the withdrawal of 
all "American advisers, some 
17,000 CIA-recruited Thai vol¬ 
unteer troops and North Viet¬ 
namese forces. The pullout 
was to be accomplished in 60 
days.

Tax Folk Zero In, 
Grab $10 Million 


OTTAWA (CP) — A 
$10,000-a-year national reve¬ 
nue department employee 
who uncovered a $10 million 
tax evasion scheme received 
a $1,250 government incentive 
award Tuesday. 

Rita Gilbert, a unit head in 
the taxroll division, was given 
the award in the department’s 
district office in Quebec City 
where she spotted the plot to 
dodge taxes on some $40 mil¬ 
lion in bond interest income.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Tension along the 
2,500-mile Chinese-Mongolian border is growing 
with Chinese troops having penetrated 12 miles 
into Mongolian territory, according to a Mongolian 
newspaper. 


The charge was made in the 
Sept. 5 issue of the Mongolian 
News which reached Moscow 
Tuesday. 

It said from 1965 to July of 
■this year the Chinese had de¬ 
ployed large numbers of 
troops along the border, 
staged large-scale manuevres 
as close as nine miles from 
the frontier and constructed 
"militarily strategic installa¬ 
tions." 

The border violations oc¬ 
curred despite repeated Mon¬ 
golian protests, the article 
said. Chinese officers and 
men penetrated nine to 12 
miles into Mongolian territo¬ 
ry, taking reconnaissance 
photographs, opening fire at 
cattle, killing rare animals 
and distributing leaflets, it 
said. 

The article took up five 
pages of the six-page semti- 
weekly newspaper published 
by the Mongolian News 
Agency. It also said the Chi¬ 
nese were attempting to exert 
political and economic pres¬ 
sure on Mongolia and inter¬ 
fere in its internal affairs. 

It printed a Chinese map 
showing alleged Chinese sei¬ 
zure of Mongolian territory. 

Mongolia, a buffer state of 
1.25 million persons between 
China and the Soviet Union, 
has close links to Moscow 
going back to the founding of 
the Mongolian Peoples Repub¬ 
lic. With the help of the Red 
Army, it became the world’s 
second communist state in 
1921. 

The Chinese, who have tried 
to improve relations with 
Mongolia since the end of the 
cultural revolution, have said 
that the Soviets maintain 
about 300,000 troops in Mongo¬ 
lia out of the million along 
China’s northern border.

The first 
French chief of state in his¬ 
tory to visit China, he was 
greeted at flag-decked Peking 
airfield with national anthems 
and welcoming shouts of 
brightly dressed school chil¬ 
dren.

NoaFs Wife Burned Ark 


Serpent Hero in Garden of Eden

CLAREMONT, Calif. — The 
serpent was the hero in the 
Garden of Eden and Noah’s 
Wife burned down the first 
ark. 

These are versions of Gene¬ 
sis stories unfolding in 1,600- 
year-old papyrus scriptures 
now being translated and pub¬ 
lished fully for the first time. 

A Gnostic sacred library, 
discovered in Egypt shortly 


after the Second World War, 
contains significant twists on 
the familiar Judeo-Christian 
stories of human origins. 

Virtually unknown to the 
public, the Gnostic papyruses 
are considered by some Bibli¬ 
cal scholars as important as 
the popularly acclaimed Dead 
Sea Scrolls for comparing re¬ 
ligious concepts at about the 
time of Christianity’s birth. 

Dtiring the first three cen¬ 
turies, the Gnostics were 
serious rivals to Judaism and 


Christianity. Some Gnostics 
apparently considered them¬ 
selves good Christians, though 
branded heretics by what 
eventually became the ortho¬ 
dox churches. 

An international team of 
scholars, working through 
Claremont Graduate School’s 
Institute for Antiquity and 
Christianity, has permitted 
spme advance looks at some 
H the 53 Gnostic treatises re- 
/ covered — the last of whicji 


are scheduled to be published 
before the end of 1974. 

Some translator-scholars 
reached print years ago with 
selected parts, such as the 
Gospel of Thomas and the 
Gospel of Truth, but to this 
day, due to various delays, 
about half of the material has 
yet to be published in any lan¬ 
guage. 

A Gnostic work that schol¬ 
ars call The Origin of the 
World, now being translated 
into English for the first time, 


has the serpent advising Eve 
to eat the forbidden fruit from 
the tree of knowledge of evil 
and good — just as in Gene¬ 
sis. 

Somewhat like the Bible’s 
serpent, the Gnostics’ reptile 
tells Eve that by eating, she 
will "become like gods in that 
you will know the difference 
between evil men and good." 

And when Eve and Adam 
had eaten, "the light of 
knowledge shone upon them," 


says the Gnostic scripture ap¬ 
provingly. 

The Gnostics believe the 
creator-god and his fellow 
rulers, literally "Archons," 
were beneath the admirable 
highest god, known as The All 
and other names. 

After learning of the garden 
transgressions, the Gnostics’ 
lower gods became enraged. 

"The rulers approached the 
teacher (the serpent). Their

eyes were blinded by him and 
they could do nothing to him. 
They merely cursed him be¬ 
cause they were powerless.” 

Hie rulers managed to 
expel Adam and Eve from the 
garden, however. 

From the writings of early 
church fathers and a few 
Gnostic documents found in 
recent centuries, it was 
known that Gnostics sought 
salvation through secret 
knowledge (or “gnosis,” Greek 
for knowledge). 

In relating their mythology- 
theology. they tended to graft 
their views onto the stories of 
Judaism and Christianity and 
.say, in effect, “There’s the 
way it really happened.” 

The story off Noah is such 
an example, says Dr. George 
W. MacRae of Harvard, a 
Jesuit scholar who is one of 
the Gnostic library editors. 

“In the Gnostic myth.” Mac¬ 
Rae said, “the flood is not a 
punishment for the sinfulness 
of mankind, but an act of jea¬ 
lousy and vengeance on the 
part of the lower creator-god 
and his minions, the rulers, 
because men have become 
loftier than they in their 
possession of a higher knowl¬ 
edge.” 

The creator-god, according 
to the Gnostic work. The Na¬ 
ture of the Rulers, decides to 
save Noah, who is not a Gnos¬ 
tic. He instructs Noah to build 
an ark and put it on a moun- 
taintop. 

Noah’s wife, unnamed in 
the Bible but called Norea by 
the Gnostics, tried to enter 
the ark but her husband 
barred her. 

“She blew against the ark 
(and) burned it,” says the 
Gnostic treatise. 

When Noah built another 
ark, the rulers confronted 
Norea and demanded she sub¬ 
mit “as your mother Eve 
did.” 

Norea, a heroine in Gnostic 
eyes, countered that Eve had

tricked the rulers, leaving 
only a substitute image of 
herself for the rulers to defile. 

Norea was rescued by an 
angel from the threatening 
rulers at that point, but in the 
end she was prevented from 
boarding the ark. 

Scholars note the discov¬ 
ered Gnostic manuscripts con¬ 
tain differing versions of the 
same stories, although the 
themes are generally the 
same. (To a lesser degree, 
this happens in the Bible with 
two creation accounts, ap¬ 
parently conflicting figures 
for the duration of the flood 
and four gospels.) 

Christian leaders of the 2nd 
and 3rd centuries accused the 
Gnostics of deliberately cul-

tivating illicit sexual prac¬ 
tices as well as spreading 
heretical ideas. 

But scholars say the scrip¬ 
tures in the Gnostic library, 
found in the middle Nile re¬ 
gion near Nag Hammadi, do 
not tend to support those 
charges. 

“Their own writings dis¬ 
close nothing about immoral 
practices” said Dr. Mac- 
iRae: 

Many passages would 6eem 
to support an ascetic life — 
away from the debilitating 
sins of the world that to them 
hinder the acquisition of true 
knowledge. 

Whether the Gnostics can 
be absolved of sexual immor¬ 
tality is questioned by some, 
including Dr. Birger Pearson 
of the University of California 
at Santa Barbara, another 
Gnostic library editor. 

Gnostics had been charac¬ 
terized both for their extreme 
asceticism and their extreme 
licentiousness, said Pearson. 
“It may be an accident of his¬ 
tory that we have only docu¬ 
ments supporting the 
former,” he said. 

Church writings about 
Gnostic sexual practices 
would also have to be dis¬ 
counted as lies or polemics in 
order to “clear” the Gnostics, 
he added. 

At any rate, scholars would 
agree that accounts of gods 
mating with mortals are no 
indicator of Gnostic kist. Such 
mating, which usually pro¬ 
duced exceptional offspring, 
was a widespread theme in 
ancient near Eastern and 
Greek religious literature. 

If that seems utterly foreign 
to the Bible MacRae suggest¬ 
ed reading the opening of 
Genesis’ sixth chapter. There, 
the “sons of God,” which 
usually means angels, mate 
with “the daughters aft men’ 
producing nephilim; men 
“giants.”

Dear Dr. Thoeteson: Be¬ 
lieve it or not, my daughter, 
7, got gonorrhea some weeks 
ago. I don’t know how long 
she had it, but I took her to 
the doctor because she had a 
bad cold and sore throat, and 
I happened to mention the dis¬ 
charge she was haying. The 
doctor checked and found she 
had gonorrhea. 

You don’t know how I felt. I 
wanted to die. The doctor told 
my husband and me to have 
our doctor check us, and my 2- 
year-old baby, too. Thank God 
we didn’t have it. 

He never told me how my 
little girl got it or what to ex¬ 
pect in the future. He just 
said It was cleared up now. 
They say you can’t get it from 
a toilet seat, only by sexual 
contact, and in a child of 7 I 
am shocked.

Will this affect her later 
when she marries and wants 
to have a family? —Mrs. L.P. 

You aren’t the first to be 
shocked at finding venereal 
disease in a young girl. It is 
being reported in the V.D. 
clinics, and is, obviously, a 
part of the V.D. epidemic that 
continues to sweep through. 

" Your doctor didn’t tell you 
how she got it because he has 
no way of knowing. But there 
are several possibilities. She 
jnay have been molested by 


some older individual but 
didn’t tell you. Sometimes 
children don’t. 

Or, since you don’t know 
how long she had the disease, 
she may have contracted it 
when she was young enough 
to have a baby-sitter, and the 
germs were conveyed when 
an infected baby-sitter was 
changing her diapers. Or the 
germs could conceivably have 
been transmitted on some¬ 
body’s fingers if children 
were “playing doctor” — as 
sometimes they do. 

Since the disease has now 
been cleared up, there’s no 
reason to think that this will 
have any effect on her later in 
life—assuming that the dis¬ 
ease didn’t have time to 
spread the infection to the 
Fallopian tubes. Gonorrhea 
can cause scarring there, and 
thus prevent pregnancy.

Moments after the deadline 
passed, two air force jets 
dropped bombs end fired 
rockets, severely damaging 
the fortress-like presidential 
palace.

In all, about 130 million of 
South America’s 200 million 
people live under some form 
of military direction. 

It was Chile’s first coup 
since 1927 as the armed forces 
shed their traditional apoli¬ 
tical role to overthrow the 
Western Hemisphere’s only 
elected Marxist government. 

Allende, a physician who 
dedicated his life to politics, 
had promised to lead Chile 
peacefully to socialism. But 
opposition parties controlled 
Congress throughout his near¬ 
ly three years in office. Infla¬ 
tion and business recession 
marked his government, and 
a strike by 40,000 truckers set 
the stage for the coup. 

The strike started in late 
July, bringing millions of dol¬ 
lars in losses to the economy, 
which depends on truck trans¬ 
portation. The truckers de¬ 
manded higher tariffs and 
also a promise that Allende 
would not nationalize the 
trucking industry. But as the 
weeks wore on, doctors, law¬ 
yers, engineers, pilots and 
other professionals joined the 
strike movement and urged 
the military to inntervene. 

The coup began early Tues¬ 
day when navy units seized 
key buildings and radio sta¬ 
tions in Valparaiso, a major 
port city. Army and air farce 
units soon joined the revoM 
and demanded Ailende’s res¬ 
ignation by noon. 

Before they silenced pro- 
Allende radio stations, the 
embattled president managed 
a brief and defiant -message 
to this country of 10 million 
people. 

“I will not resign; I will not 
do it,” Allende said over Ra- 
dioemisora Corporation, a 
radio station owned by the So¬ 
cialist party, which he leads. 

“I make public before the 
nation the incredible attitude 
of soldiers who do not fulfil 
their word and their commit¬ 
ments. I proclaim my irrevo¬ 
cable decision to continue de¬ 
fending Chile.”

The meeting, however, 
failed to bring the Europeans 
into agreement among them¬ 
selves. Nor did an extra two- 
hour meeting that ran beyond 
midnight produce a complete 
meeting of the minds, Europe¬ 
an sources said. 

Secretary of the treasury 
George. Shultz outlined the 
American position in a speech 
prepared for delivery at 
Wednesday’s opening session. 


Reform in the fields of trade 
and monetary matters, he 
said, must come simulta¬ 
neously. 

The Europeans, led by 
Frartce, believe monetary re¬ 


form must precede any trade 
bargaining.

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Queen Elizabeth, surrounded 
by strict security precau¬ 
tions o[>ens a conference of 
Commonwealth parliamen¬ 
tarians here today. 

Police will be on the alert 
around the Parliament build¬ 
ings, where the conference is 
being held because of the 
current outbreak of bomb ex¬ 
plosions in the city which po¬ 
lice attribute to Irish extrem¬ 
ists. 

Delegates from about 90 na- 
ti >nal, state and provincial le¬ 
gislatures from 40 countries 
throughout the Common¬ 
wealth, as well as observers 
from the United States, the 
Irish Republic and the Council 
of Europe are attending the 
10-day conference. 

Delegates will debate world 
political and economic prob¬ 
lems and their impact on 
their own countries in Asia, 
Africa, the West Indies, the 
Mediterranean and the Pacif¬ 
ic and Indian oceans. 

After the formal opening by 
the Queen, the parliamen¬ 


tarians will hear key-note 
speeches by Prime Minister 
Edward Heath and Felix Ban- 
daranaike, a Sri Lanka min¬ 
ister and vice-president of the 
Commonwealth Parliamen¬ 
tary Association. 

Britain’s Foreign Secretary, 
Sir Alec Douglas-Home, who 
is the association’s president,, 
will preside at the conference. 

It is the first meeting of the 
Commonwealth parliamen¬ 
tarians since Britain joined 
the European Common Mar¬ 
ket last January and it is also 
the first time that observers 
will be present from the Coun¬ 
cil of Europe.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Rail 
transportation in British Co¬ 
lumbia resumed Tuesday for 
the first time since July 26, 
but business leaders in the 
province say it will be five 
weeks to two months before 
many industry operations re¬ 
turn to normal. 

The resumption of rail ser¬ 
vice came after the return to 
work Monday night of Van- 
couver-area rail workers, the 
last holdouts against Parlia¬ 
ment’s back-to-work legisla¬ 
tion passed Sept. 1. 

The six railway workers 
charged with violating Parlia¬ 
ment’s back-towork legisla¬ 
tion have been told the 
charges will be dropped, Don 
Rosenbloom, the unions’ legal 
advisor said Tuesday. 

Rosenbloom said the justice 
department informed the 
unions at a meeting Monday 
that the charges would be 
dropped by late today. 

CP Rail exj>ected to move 
seven freight trains by later 
afternoon and nine coal trains 
began moving to Roberts 
Bank near the Washington 
border Tuesday. 

CP Rail also consolidated 
two 130-car trains which 
began moving, general freight 
to Canadian domestic mar¬ 
kets east of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains. The backlog of general 
freight and bulk exports in¬ 
cluded 2,000 grain cars. 

Both CP Rail and Canadian 


National Railways said pas¬ 
senger reservations were 
again being accepted. 

Richard Hubber - Richard, 
vice-president of Neptune Ter¬ 
minals in North Vancouver, 
said it would be at least two 
months before operations at 
Neptune return to normal. 
Neptune,'the largest shipload¬ 
ing complex in Vancouver 
harbor, ran out of its coal 
stocks a week ago and is 
short: of potash and sulphur 
for waiting ships.

Neale predicted another na¬ 
tional rail strike would follow 
expiry of the next contract. 

Railway workers, ordered 
back to work recently by Par¬ 
liament, could be entitled to 
strike again by Dec. 31, 1974, 
he said. 


$70,000 Offer 
To Union Agent 


TORONTO (CP) — A union 
business agent testified Tues¬ 
day he was offered up to 
$70,000 by a contractor to 
force a rival contractor to 
give up a construction job in 
Toronto. 

Augustino Simone of the 
Wood, Wire and Metal 
Workers Union Local 562 told 
a royal commission on vio¬ 
lence in the Ontario construc¬ 
tion industry that he turned 
down two offers involving the 
lathing jab on the new Hyatt 
House hotel in 1971. 

He said contractor Tony Ce- 
saroni offered him money — 
“I believe he said 570,000” — 
to tell Cesidio Roonanelli, the 
successful low bidder, to “get 
off the job.” 

Later, he said, Bill John¬ 
ston, business agent of an¬ 
other local of ..Simone’s union, 
approached him to’ say Ce- 
saroni was offering $20,000 
each for themselves and the 


same for another union of¬ 
ficer. 

He also had turned this 
down. 

As the provincial govern¬ 
ment inquiry under Judge 
Harry Waisberg entered its 
second day, Simone also tes¬ 
tified:

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Pussyfooting to Disaster 


rpo TERM the pussy-footed excursion of the fed- 
X eral government into the field of price-control 
and increased subsidies to combat inflation as inad¬ 
equate must be one of the superlative understa¬ 
tements of the century. 

If Canadians could believe that this was but a 
start of broader and tougher action by Ottawa to 
put an end to the incredible drift of the national 
economy then they might be able to face what at 
best will be an uncertain future with at least some 
confidence in the country’s leadership. 

However there is little to indicate that the 
Trudeau-Lewis alliance is prepared to go further at 
this time in working toward the nation’s return to 
normalcy. Indeed, to many it appears doubtful if 
those who manage our affairs in Ottawa even know 
what is going on in the rest of Canada. 


The scene across the country today has be¬ 
come so desperate that it is difficult to assess its 
full impact upon the average citizen. Prices of con¬ 
sumer goods, including the necessities of life, are 
rising almost daily; strikes are rife — more than 70 
on the go at this time — including those involving 
essential services; unemployment grows worse 
again, and still Ottawa procrastinates, or does 
nothing at all. 

How much longer can Canadians afford to 
stand idly by and watch their country being de¬ 
stroyed through inaction and unconcern? This is 
the time for strong leadership and firm direction. 
And if the present government can’t provide either, 
then we would be well rid of it. 


Clear and Simple 


r [E FEDERAL GOVERNMENTS official stati¬ 
sticians are having difficulty interpreting an 
increase in the national unemployment rate — 
from 5.2 per cent of the work force in July to 5.5 
in August, which is the highest it has been in six 
months, although it has been hovering up around 
this percentage figure for a long time. 

Various factors are involved in the difficulty 
the statisticians are experiencing, not the least of 
which are described in the reports out of Ottawa as 
the changing seasonal patterns of young people 
over the past few years. 

The reports tell us that in actual figures, the 
total unemployed dropped 28,000 to 433,000, “but it 
was figured as a rise of 31,000 because the decline 
is usually larger in August.” This was largely due, 
the reports quotes the experts as saying, “to the 
increase in unemployment among persons 14 to 24, 
up 22 , 000 .” 

A reminder should be made at this point of the 
“seasonal adjustment” factor in the compiling of 
unemployment rates; where such things as the 
weather, which has an effect on the construction 
industry, for one, and the growing ahd harvesting 
times in agriculture, are taken into account This 
can add to the difficulties of interpretation, too, 
with the vagaries that come up in the weather. 

The statisticians aren’t saying so, but perhaps 
that is adding to their problems of interpretation of 
the latest figures which show total employment ris¬ 


ing by 6,000 to 9,235,000, which increase they fig¬ 
ure is much higher — 58,000 in fact — because, we 
are told, it normally declines in August on a season¬ 
ally adjusted basis. For the previous month they 
had another big adjustment in the other direction: 
the July total number of Canadians with jobs rose 
by 119,000, but since it normally climbs higher in 
that month, it was figured as a seasonally adjusted 
drop of 91,000. 

As confusing as that may sound, there is some 
real mind boggling (for ordinary folk, at least) 
when they get into the breaking down of the totals 
and start bracketing full-time and part-time 
workers, various age groups, males and females, 
married and single people and what-not. 

Interpretation of the unemployment figures 
may help some people to a better understanding of 
how the nation is faring,-but things have become so 
complicated that the public, generally, had best 
turn to the tables showing the actual numbers and 
forget about the “sorting out” difficulties. 

The conclusions there are clear and simple. At 
the end of August the Canadian labor force totalled 
9,668,000 and there were 9,235,000 people working. 
Take 9,235,000 away from 9,668,000 and you have 
433,000 which is the number of people unemployed, 
out of work, without jobs, not making their own 
living. 

That doesn’t require much interpretation — 
not for the 433,000.

Lawyer Melvin Belli 


He Makes Headlines—and Millions 


• Ask any American who is 
the most famous lawyer on 
the legal scene today, and the 
chances are he will 6ay Mel¬ 
vin Belli. The silvery-haired, 
64-year-old San Francisco at¬ 
torney has a flamboyance 
and an anti-establishment flair 
that catches the headlines. He 
has made millions for his 
clients — and himself. And 
his precedence says some¬ 
thing about the state of the 
V<S. legal system. 

Mr. Belli has plenty to say 
of that system: a colleague 
claims that he has done more 
to change it in the past dec¬ 
ade than any 50 lawyers in 
the past century. Belli is in¬ 
clined to agree. Although he 
displays his regard for the 
American Bar Association by 
keeping his membership cer¬ 
tificate upside down on the 
lavatory wall of his sumptu¬ 
ous office, he still believes 
that "the system here is bet¬ 
ter than any place else.” 


A visit to the elegant old 
"Belli building” (which the 
state has declared an "histori¬ 
cal landmark”) is becoming 
almost as much a part of the 
tourist routine as the Hearst 
Castle tour. The decor is rich¬ 
ly, darkly Victorian, but noth¬ 
ing prepares you lor the roco¬ 
co excesses of Belli’s own 
first-floor office, which is 
crammed with bric-a-brac, 
chandeliers, a 25-foot antique 
gold-rush bar and dominated 
by an ail portrait of the great 
man himself. 

Belli courts publicity. He 
has spent evenings in a San 
•Francisco night club introduc¬ 
ing strippers to the audience 
after successfully defending 
them on charges of "indecent 
attire.” But the showman is 
also a much sought-after uni¬ 
versity lecturer and teacher, 
the author of a score of books, 
including Modem Trials, Mod¬ 
em Damages (six volumes 
each), and Trial and Tort 
Trends (12 volumes). After a 
fitree defence of Jack Ruby, 
who shot President Kennedy’s 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald, 
he wrote Dallas Justice, a 
stinging indictment of the way 
Texan officials handled the 
case. Ruby’s rights, he 
claimed, were repeatedly vio¬

lated, and the eventual death 
sentence was "the 6hotgun 
justice of a kangaroo court.” 

Belli abhors capital punish¬ 
ment. "Mad-dog killers, paid 
professionals and the like 
have to be kept away from so¬ 
ciety. But guys like Nixon, 
who are so eager to pull the 
switch on people, frighten me. 
If I could take them to visit 
just one man on death row 
suffering that agonizing wait 
to die, maybe it would change 
their minds. I’ve always op¬ 
posed institutionalized ven¬ 
geance.” He believes that his 
long fight against the death 
penalty contributed to its 
eventual abolition. 

★ ★ ★ 

Bom in Sonora, a small Ca¬ 
lifornian town, Belli began a 
brash career even before he 
left school. A severe hangover 
had prevented him from deli¬ 
vering his graduation speech, 
and the high school principal 
stuffily refused to award him 
a diploma. Belli sued — and 
he hasn’t looked back 6ince. 
Malpractice and personal in¬ 
jury suits have been a spe¬ 
cialty: he has won hundreds, 
making melodramatic use of 
evidence in the best, magnifi- 
c e n 11 y corny, Hollywood 
courtroom tradition. 
Witnesses are brought in on 
stretchers, juries are regaled 
with nauseating slide shows, 
skeletons are dragged in to il¬ 
lustrate a point. 

The "King of Torts” — as 
Life magaine once called him 
— says that while criminal 
cases have brought hbn fame, 


civil cases have earned him 
his reputation in the profes¬ 
sion. In law, a tort is a civil 
wrong, a defamation, a per¬ 
sonal injury, and Belli has 
•been a pioneer in the field of 
medical malpractice. 

"If I’ve sent malpractice 
awards soaring, if I’ve put the 
fear of God in some of the ir¬ 
responsible bums who claim 
to be doctors and leave 
human wrecks behind them, 
I’m delighted. Juries have 
begun to realize that there’s 
no limit on the value of 
human life, and perhaps cer¬ 
tain doctors will begin to 
respect the same notion.” 

What does he think of the 
American judicial system? 

"It’s overburdened, it’s 
been shaken, it suffers from 
too many crooks in judicial 
robes sitting on the bench — 
especially in the East. Here 
it’s not so bad. Yet it is also 
progressive. New laws are 
being initiated and developed 
to protect the underdog, the 
consumer and the Innocent 
There’s also a new young 
breed of lawyers coming 
along who are bringing a 
refreshing change.

I "It used to be the thing to 
join an ‘established’ firm. Se¬ 
curity was all. Today, it’s the 
reverse. Young attorneys 
know that the law isn’t there 
just to be used by politicians 
and Wall Street and WASPs. I 
know this because I do more 
lecturing than anyone. The 
old cynicism Is fading. The 
young kids want to know my 
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way of getting social action 
through the law.” 

What is Mr. Belli’s way? He 
claims to be the moving force 
behind the law of warranty, 
which obliges a manufacturer 
to stand behind his product, 
and has helped Ralph Nader, 
the consumer advocate, "tre¬ 
mendously;” he was largely 
responsible for the law of ade¬ 
quate reward, "which makes 
court reparation consonant 
with injury.” Now he is seek¬ 
ing out cigarette cancer 
cases, "because once we start 
winning them, everyone will 
be suing the tobacco compa¬ 
nies. And they know it: 
they’re diversifying already. 
They’re into razor blades, ' 
chewing-gum — they could go 
out of the tobacco business to¬ 
morrow and they wouldn’t lose 
a point on the stock market.”

He knows how slender is the 
margin between criminality 
and big business — a line that 
has been further narrowed by 
.the Watergate exposures of 
corporate financing for the 
Republican Party. 

"If you commit some big 
crime, society forgives you 
because you’ve already em¬ 
bezzled enough to dress well 
and belong to the right 
country club. But woe betide 
the powerless 'little man* who 
commits the identical crime 
with the books of his comer 
restaurant.” 

Belli has scant sympathy 
for that other Californian law¬ 
yer, Richard M. Nixon, and 
his Watergate woes. Long be¬ 
fore the scandal burst, he told 
the Los Angeles Times, pro¬ 
phetically: "He’d do anything 
to get re-elected. He’s afraid 
of the press because there’s 
more stuff hidden in Washing¬ 
ton today then ever before in 
history. That’s why he’s try¬ 
ing to censor the media.” 

Another Belli contribution 
to U.S. society: he has helped 
raise fees for the top echelon 
of America’s 300,000 lawyers 
(that’s about one for every 
250 of the entire labor force) 
into the $250,000-a-year class.

Most intelligent citizens are 
aware that union greed is 
placing grievous burdens on 
the general public. While busi¬ 
ness is also highly culpable, 
union insistence on ever 
higher wages is the major 
factor in inflation. Thanks to 
timorous politicians who bow 
before this powerful lobby, 
the labor unions have become 
a state within a state, threat¬ 
ening the peace and happiness 
of most citizens. 

Let Mr. Roy Head, the 
strikers’ spokesman in Vic¬ 
toria, realize that many of us 
regard him and the cause he 
represents as one of the most 
dangerous threats of our time 
to public welfare.

Regarding the knotty prob¬ 
lem of strikes and labor re¬ 
lations, the law at present is 
that when collective agree¬ 
ment contracts are signed be¬ 
tween management and the 
union representing the em¬ 
ployees, these are legally en¬ 
forceable and subject to 
breach of contract damages if 
violated before termination of 
the contract period. 

However, after expdry of the 
contract work may still con¬ 
tinue but the employees may 
cease work without risk of 
being sued for damages. 

This enables management 
to stall on negotiations as 
they have been accused of 
doing during the rail strike. 

It seems that legislation is 
needed such that work must 
ceise by iaw^ufeen a contract 
expires if a new contract has 
not been negotiated. This 
would put pressure on both 
management and employees’ 
unions to renew contracts. 

In the case of essential ser¬ 
vices such as railways, hydro, 
etc. the law should include 
heavy financial penalties on 
both parties if contracts are 
not renewed on time.x 
Only when this also falls 
should Parliament intervene. 


Defiance

In your August 31 issue I 
read with dismay and anger 
the statement by the railway 
strikers chief negotiator, 
Richard Smith, that union 
leaders would urge their 
members to ignore the law if 
the bill then before Parlia¬ 
ment was passed unchanged.

Futurology Is All the Rage 

Growth of 6 New 9 Profession World-Wide Phenomenon 


The idea dates back to the 
ancient Greeks. It was shaped 
in France during the enlight¬ 
enment and honed by H. G. 
Wells and others at the start 
of pie 20th cenutry. 

Experts called it futurology 
— the notion of predicting and 
trying to fashion a desirable 
future for the world. 

It is far more than crystal- 
ball predicting. It is a system 
of trying to sharpen man¬ 
kind’s view of the present so 
that trends can be recognized 
and realistic possibilities in 
the years ahead can be exam¬ 
ined. 

★ ★ ★ 

The aim is not to lay out 
some Utopia. Rather, it is to 
interest people in a range of 
available possibilities so they 
will begin to have definite 
opinions about what they want 
the future to be like. 

Futurology is a world-wide 
phenomenon. In the United 
States alone, about 400 in¬ 
dependent research groups 
are doing some form of fu¬ 
tures work. About 10,000 pre¬ 
dictive publications are in 
print. Futures institutes are 
active in France, the Nether¬ 
lands, England, Germany, 
Japan arrd the Soviet Union. 

These special institutes, 
many of them non-profit, are 
looking farther down the road 
than the typical think tank.

Futurology is popular. More 
than 3.86 million copies of 
Alvin Toffler’s book Future 
Shock have been printed in 
paperback alone. Sales total 
more than 57.5 million and 
new orders are running at a 
rate of 50,000 copies a month. 

At the University of Michi¬ 
gan last semester, one of the 
best attended classes was the 
Future World Course. Lec¬ 
turers included R. Buck¬ 
minster Fuller, the designer 
and philosopher; science fic¬ 
tion writer Arthur C. Clarke, 
and U.S. supreme court Jus¬ 
tice William O. Douglas, who 
spoke on the future of the U.S. 
political system. Sever other 
universities are starting simi¬ 
lar courses. 


Futurologists generally use 
several methods to study the 
years ahead. These include 
projections of current trends, 
constructing analytic models 
of theoretical economies and 
other areas. Scenario writing 
is popular. 

Alternate futures are 


sketched with stress on their 
likelihood or desirability. Pe¬ 
riodically, at conferences, fu¬ 
tures scholars gather to ex¬ 
change information and verify 
trends. 

“The real emphasis in the 
solid works being done is 
understanding the processes 
of change, how they take 
place and how they are in¬ 
terrelated,” Roy Amara, 
president of the Institute of 
the Future, said. 

★ ★ ★ 

Leading futures institutes 
differ not only in location and 
size, but in orientation and po¬ 
litical outlook. 

The Centre for Integrative 
Studies at the State Universi¬ 
ty at Binghamton, N.Y., is 
one of the smaller institutes 
(employing six people), but 
one of the most influential. Its 
director, John McHale, a tall 
pipe-smoking Englishman 
with a PhD in sociology, is 
one of the leading academic 
futurologists. 

Several themes run through 
the institute’s work: that 
America is moving into a 


period where society’s key re¬ 
source will become informa¬ 
tion; that man doesn’t really 
know how to use the vast 
amount of facts he has; that 
today’s governments and 
managers too often are forced 
to be crisis-oriented; that 
most problems are really 
caused by obsolete institu¬ 
tions; that America should 
take a fresh look qt the func¬ 
tioning of its corporations, 
congress and other policy¬ 
making bodies. 

★ ★ ★ 

“Institutions in the legisla¬ 
tive area still work by 18th- 
century rules ... the foupling 
fathers invented a ne^soci- 
ety, why not do the same?” 
McHale challenged. 

“In the past, people were 
too busy surviving to specu¬ 
late on what the human condi¬ 
tion should be and what soci¬ 
ety’s condition could be,” he 
said. “Major questions facing 
society in the years ahead 
will be how to offer mere 
choices and more time for 
people.” 

McHale believes a fun¬ 
damental shift an values is ta¬ 
king place in the world’s ad¬ 
vanced countries. As - fewer 
people become occupied in 
manufacturing, emphasis is 
moving from just making a 
dollar to issues of satisfaction 
in jobs and life-styles. 


Prisons, Funerals Similar 

U.S. Wardens , Undertakers Have Much in Common

During my three-year odyssey through, the world of 
American prisons, an elusive, half-formulated thought kept 
nagging at the back of my mind: Are there not disturbing 
similarities between the prison business and an earlier preoc¬ 
cupation of mine, the American funeral industry? 

What do prison administrators and undertakers have in 
common ? A friend to whom I posed this question answered 
somewhat flippantly, “ghat’s easy, they’re both in the busi¬ 
ness of shutting people up in boxes.” 

True, yet having now had a chance to mull it all over, it 
•eems to me the parallel by no means ends there. To illus¬ 
trate: 

• Costs: American funerals are the most expensive in 
the world. A burial in the style decreed by undertakers will 
cost as much as a new car or down payment on a house, 
unless you keep your eyes open. 

American prisons do not lag behind in this respect: I was 
told by a researcher for the California state assembly that it 
costs as much to keep a man in San Quentin as it would to 
send him to Harvard (which suggests the interesting possibil¬ 
ity of exchange scholarships between these two institutions). 

Needless to say, this money benefits neither corpse nor 
convict but finds its way straight into the pockets of their re¬ 
spective keepers. 

★ ★ ★ 

• Beautification: Coffins and hearses, formerly cast in 
funeral black, now come in delightful shade* of peach pink, 
cerulean blue, apple green. Likewise, prison gray is out of 
style. For example, the spanking new Southern Ohio Corec- 
tional Facility, built at the cost of 560 million, features cells 
in pastel blues, pinks, yellows. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer of Aug. 10, 1973, reports that 
the occupants of these gilded cages “have been abused, 
stripped naked for as long as seven days, deprived of all 
possessions including toothbrushes and eyeglasses, locked 
solitary 24 hours a day” for conducting a work stoppage in 
protest against intolerable conditions.) 

• Id and Out Language: Thanks to the perseverance of 
undertakers, coffins have long since become “caskets”; 
hearses, “professional cars”; corpses, “beautiful Memory 
Pictures” to be displayed in a “slumber room”; undertakers, 
"funeral directors,” and so on. 

In the world of prisons notable advances have also been 
made recently in prettying-up the nomenclature. Guards are 
now “correctional officers”; solitary confinement, punishment 
cells, “adjustment centres”; prisons, “therapeutic correc¬ 


tional communities”; convicts, “clients of the Department of 
Corrections.” 

In both cases the idea is to package the product under a 
more agreeable name and incidentally to upgrade the occupa¬ 
tions of embalmer and prison guard alike teethe coveted 
status of “profession.” 

• Red Menace: This may have a slightly old-fashioned 
ring these days, yet American undertakers and prison men 
see it as a major source of all their troubles and unceasingly 
inveigh against it. 

★ ★ ★ 

Mortuary Management, a trade magazine, seldom lets a 
month go by without an editorial warning that our (meaning 
their) funeral customs are in dire peril from subversives, 
radicals, hippies, liberals, freethinkers of all sorts — not to 
mention the clergy, perennially a thorn in the side because of 
their tendency to decry funerary excesses and steer their 
parishioners in the direction of moderation in Spending. 

Now hear Warden R. W. Meier of McNeil Island federal 
penitentiary, addressing his colleagues in the American Cor¬ 
rectional Association: 

“There is the problem of well-organized disturbances 
brought on by the resisters, draft dodgers, professional agi¬ 
tators, communists, hippies and revolutionaries . . . Former 
prisoners, militants, far-out liberals, subversives, and even a 
few clergymen, educators and social workers on the outside 
seem to delight in fomenting unrest in prisons.” 

I could go on and on. Embalmer and prison warden alike 
jealously guard their operations from public scrutiny. In most 
states the funeral lobby has succeeded in passing laws 
excluding reporters from the embalming room; and I soon 
discovered that wardens, despotic rulers in their own doniain, 
use prison walls not only to keep convicts in but keep the 
would-be investigator out. 

★ ★ ★ 

Both lines of endeavor have borrowed freely from the 
language of psychiatry to justify their practices; thus a lavish 
and expensive funeral is “grief therapy” for the survivors, 
just as beatings, macings, solitary confinement are, in the 
lingo of the up-to-date prison man, “aversioh therapy.” 

Prisons and funerals offer lucrative markets for ancillary 
industries; hardware companies flock to conventions of the 
American Funeral Directors Association with exhibits of the 
latest in casket handles and to the annual congress of the 
chains and handcuff design. 

In short, both prison business and funeral industry arc 
vast, immensely profitable financial empires built on the 
suffering of others, nourished by hypocrisy, greed and public 
gullibility.

Israel Sets Massive Search for Oil

Prodded by the world en¬ 


ergy crisis and its sinister im¬ 
plications for Israel, the 
Israeli government is con¬ 
sidering launching a massive 
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land and sea search for oil 
both within the country and in 
the conquered territories. 

Israel produces from 
domestically controlled 
sources about 90 per cent of 
the seven million tons of oil 
consumer annually. 

Fuel consumption is grow¬ 
ing at the rate of 10 to 14 per 
cent a year, which is consid¬ 
erably higher than that of 


most other countries. Thus far 
oil exploration, now virtually 
at a standstill, has cost more 
than it has yielded. 

There is nothing definite 
yet, said petroleum commis¬ 
sioner Ron Hanreck, but there 
is little doubt that Israel will 
accept the recommendations 
of geologists to undertake a 
massive oil survey during the 
next five years.

New Zealand has decided 
against going the whole way 
in unification of armed forces 
on the Canadian pattern, but 
has used the Canadian experi¬ 
ence in several measures 
taken for closer integration of 
the services.

In the tourist sphere, a new 
campaign has recently been 
mounted by CP Air, In co¬ 
operation with several local 
travel agencies, for package 
ski tours from Australia and 
New Zealand to Britis.’i Co¬ 
lumbia during the southern 
summer and the height of the 
Canadian ski season. New 
Zealand skiers are showing 
considerable interest in this 
program. 


Together, these varied and 
disparate contacts add up to a 
markedly closer feeling 
across the Pacific. 
v The previous right-of-centre 
governments in Australia and 
New Zealand tended to feel 
that Trudeau’s Liberal regime 
was on the radical side and 
inclined to leftist initiatives in 
the international sphere.

Building Code 




Makes It

Some things take a little 
while longer than others, 
especially in government de¬ 
cision-making. For instance 
the National Building Code 
(1970) has just come into ef¬ 
fect this month in B.C. — in a 
formal way. 

The code, which is to be 
revised every five years, was 
handed over to the provices 
by the federal government for 
administration and enforce¬ 
ment. However, this meant in 
practice that municipalities 
performed this duty. 

•Hie new government in 
B.C., upon taking office last 
year, stepped up the pace and 
the code came into effect by 
order-in-council dated May 11, 
which, incidentally, went 
widely unreported.

New Air Routes 


OTTAWA (CP) - A new 
Canada-United States air 
agreement providing 46 new 
air routes to airlines in the 
two nations still hangs on set¬ 
tlement of some charter 
issues, Transport Minister 
Jean Marchand said Tuesday.

But, he told a news confer¬ 
ence that he is confident the 
charter talks will be conclud- 
el successfully within 10 
days. The over-all agreement 
which Vlso includes an accord 
on customs preclearance 
would then have to be ratified 
by the two governments. 

The charter discussions 
centre mainly on U.S. at¬ 
tempts to loosen Canadian 
charter regulations protecting 
Canadian carriers. 

Earlier, Marchand told the 
Commons that the air routes 
agreement is the “largest 
package ever negotiated . . .

tween the two countries. Ca¬ 
nadian airlines operate on 14 
air routes while U.S. airlines 
provide service on 21. 

Opposition spokesmen wel¬ 
comed the routes settlement 
though they were critical in 
the Commons about a move 
by Marchand to table the air 
announcement in the House 
without a full statement. 

Don Mazankowski, Conser¬ 
vative transport critic, said 
the agreement is a “step in 
the right direction.” 

Both Mazankowski and Les 
Benjamin, New Democratic 
transport critic, said much 
depends on which airlines are 
granted the new routes. 

“Is Air Canada going to get 
discriminated against?" Ben¬ 
jamin asked. 


Both said the government 
has been slow to announce 
designation of air carriers for 
new routes in the past. They 
said the government still has 
not announced which carrier 
will get the new route to 
Milan, Italy, though the new 
route was obtained in an 
agreement with Italy last 
year. 

Marchand told reporters he 
could not announce which car¬ 
riers would get the new routes 
until final ratification of the 
air agreement. 

Most current routes belong 
to either Air Canada or CP 
Air but two short hops across 
the border were negotiated 
and given to two regional car¬ 
riers outside the 1966 bilateral 
agreement. 


These short routes were 
Vane ouver-Victoria-Seattle, 
given to Pacific Western Air¬ 
lines, and Hamilton, Ont.- 
Pittsburgh, obtained by Nor- 
dair. These routes now have 
been included in the new 
agreement. 

Marchand said regional car¬ 
riers would be considered for 
further short routes but the 
national airlines, Air Canada 
and CP Air, would continue to 
receive the long runs. 

Negotiators reached agree¬ 
ment on customs pre- 
clearance late last week and 
on air routes Monday after 
four years of talks. 

The transport minister said 
his move to cancel U.S. cus¬ 
toms preclearance in Canadi¬ 
an airports earlier this year 


provided the Canadian negoti- 
a t o r s with “bargaining 
power.” 

Preclearance allots passen¬ 
gers returning to the U.S. to 
go through customs in Canadi¬ 
an airports rather than at 
their destinations. Marchand 
has said this provides U.S. 
carriers with a 512 million net 
benefit annually over their 
Canadian competitors.

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Court ‘Too Hot’ for Judge

SANTA MONICA, Calif. — 
Los Angeles county municipal 
judge Oliver Feifer’s jailing 
of two maintenance men for 
refusing to lower his court¬ 
room thermostat was con¬ 
demned Tuesday by county 
supervisor Kenneth Hahn. 

County officials said air 
conditioning settings were in¬ 
creased to 76 degrees on the 
first floor of the windowless 
Santa Monica court facility 
Aug. 29 in a pilot program to 
conserve energy. 

On the following day Feifer 
asked two county workers, 


Matt Olko and Ray Broome, 
to lower the sealed thermo¬ 
stat. Not being journeymen 
craftsmen, they refused to 
comply. 

After they telephoned a de¬ 
partment supervisor and con¬ 
tinued refusing, Feifer con¬ 
fined them in a holding tank 
for contempt of court. 

"I was shocked to learn 
that Judge Feifer used the 
power of the court to order 
his marshal to arrest two 
county employees and put 
them in jail,” Hahn told his 
fellow supervisors Tuesday. 

“This is an abuse of judicial 
power. The (state) commis¬ 


sion on judicial qualifications 
should investigate.” 

Hahn and chief county ad¬ 
ministrative officer Arthur 
Will reported that the em¬ 
ployees were confined for 45 
minutes until other workers 
lowered the thermostat set¬ 
tings to 70 degrees. They said 
the judge wanted these placed 
at 60 degrees. 

Feifer said that on the day 
he jailed the two county em¬ 
ployees the heat was so in¬ 
tense that he couldn’t open his 
courtroom. 

“The jury in the jury room 
couldn't breathe,” he added. 

Feifer said Tuesay, “I am 
most sorry for the inconveni-

ence of the two employees. I 
have nothing personal against 
them. They are compelled by 
certain rules to follow certain 
orders. I only did what I felt yet."

Police said the seizure of the 
heroin — 1,200 caps worth up to 
$42,000 on the illicit drug market — 
was made last week and was the re¬ 
sult of a combined investigation by 
the Nanaimo and Victoria drug 
squads. 

They described it as the biggest 
seizure made on the Island.

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 
Eastern Washington State 
College has awarded a con¬ 
tract for an on-campus beer 
and wine ouUet, despite an 
1895 law which the state li¬ 
quor control board says it 
may invoke to ban sales. 

The contract for the conces¬ 
sion in the college’s student 
union building was awarded 
to John Workland, Spokane, 
college purchasing director 
Richard Johnson said. 

Johnson said W’orkland 
must receive a licence from' 
the state to make the contract 
binding. 

Dr. Roger Reed, senior as¬ 
sistant attorney-general and 


counsel for the college trust¬ 
ees who approved the licence 
application, said the liquor 
board said it may decide to 
deny the application on the 
basis of the statute. The law 
says it is unlawful "to sell 
any intoxicating liquors, with 
or without a licence on the 
grounds of the University of 
Washington." 

Reed said he told college 
trustees that liquor board 
members had indicated “they 
have no choice but to make 
the statute against the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington uniform 
administrative policy against 
all state colleges and universi¬ 
ties.”

' EDMONTON (CP) — The 
Alberta Amateur Hockey As¬ 
sociation has agreed to a defi¬ 
cit budget for the 1973-74 sea¬ 
son instead of accepting Cana¬ 
dian Amateur Hockey Associ¬ 
ation development funds. 

The AAHA pulled out of the 
CAHA two years ago, protest¬ 
ing an agreement that exists 
with the National Hockey 
League. Under this agree¬ 
ment, development money is 
paid from the NHL to the 
CAHA, which in turn divides 
it among provincial amateur 
bodies according to the 
number of their players draft¬ 
ed upon graduation at the age 
of 20. 

The AAHA agreed to rejoin 
the CAHA but it declined to 
pay dues. Therefore, it forfeit¬ 
ed about 59,000 in develop¬ 
ment money. 

The provincial association, 
at its annual meeting during 
the weekend, again decided 
not to accept the CAHA-NHL 
agreement. Instead, it budget¬ 
ed for a 56,800 deficit, slightly 
higher than last season's 
55,000 deficit.

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Legal Cork Pulled on Booze

An illegal-liquor case that 
has been brewing since late 
May came to a head Tuesday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
and, as a result, the Canada 
Customs people in Victoria 
soon will be pouring 134 bot¬ 
tles of whiskey, gin and saki 
down the drain. 

The last legal cork stopping 
the paperwork pour was un¬ 
plugged when Judge William 


Ostler vacated a warrant for 
Joachim Vincent Tauro, 51, 
chief steward of the Liberian 
freighter Athol, and withdrew 
a charge against Tauro as 
well. 

Ostler acted after an appli¬ 
cation by prosecutor Bruce 
McConnan, who said Tauro 
was now back home in Bom¬ 
bay, there was “no possibility 
of his return (and) the cus¬ 
toms people would like to 
'close their file.” 

Tauro was charged late in 


May with unlawful possession 
of undeclared goods and 
sources said the goods were 
134 bottles, mostly whiskey 
with some gin and saki. 

The sources said customs 
officials received a tip that 
the Athol was bringing in un¬ 
declared liquor for sale in 
'Port Albemi. The ship ’was 
searched May 18, reportedly 
at Victoria, and two bottles of 
liquor and two more of saki 
were found in Tauro’s cabin. 

Another 11 cases were found 


in the Athol’s dry stores, hid¬ 
den in a rice bin and in a 
canned-goods section. 

Tauro pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and bis trial was 
set for July 10 after spokes¬ 
men for Tauro and the prose¬ 
cution said the ship probably 
would be back in Victoria on 
that day. 

It wasn’t and’ Ostler was 
told July 10 that Athol might 
appear a week later. For 
legal reasons, the judge de¬ 
clined to issue a warrant but 


said one could -be issued by a 
justice of the peace. That was 
later done. 

The sources said Tuesday 
the ship did not show up in 
July but was at Part Albemi 
at last report. , 

McConnan said his file-clos¬ 
ing remark meant the cus¬ 
toms people wish to dispose of 
the 134 bottles, which have ( 
been stored pending a court 
case. There was no indication 
of when and where this would 
be done.

Funds Lack 
Cuts Plans 


After nearly five years of 
pleading and scrounging for 
funds to build one of Canada’s 
m 0 s t advanced activity 
centres for the handicapped, 
persons, backers of the proj¬ 
ect say' it looks like it will 
have to be scaled down. 

The centre, which will form 
part of a housing development 
on Vernon in Saanich, is to 
provide work, therapy and 
recreation for more than 200 
of B.C.’s handicapped. 

Originally, the project was 
to cost $950,000, but Ron Jef- 
fels, chairman of the activity 
centre committee, said Tues¬ 
day plans may have to be 
modified. 

“We are about $400,000 
short of our target but I don’t 
think we can wait too much 
longer. We’ll have to start the 
centre one way of another,” 
Jeffels said. 

There was, of course, a 
danger that scaling down the 
project might “cut the heart 
out of it.” 

The committee has, so far, 
secured $550,000, consisting of 
a $300,000 grant from the pro¬ 
vincial government, $100,000 
from the Community Chest 
and $150,000 from various or¬ 
ganizations. 

The committee masked the 
federal government to con¬ 
tribute $300,000 to the project 
but there has been no re¬ 
sponse. 

A request for a $100,000 
grant will be made to the 
Greater Victoria Inter- 
municipal Committee at next 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

“But unless we get some 
more money soon, we may 
have to cut our suit according 
to tha* cloth we have,” Jeffels 
said. 

**’ The centre will be located 
beside 19 townhouses and a 
60-unit apartment block which 
will provide housing for the 
handicapped, their families 
and senior citizens. 

The housing section of the 
development, designed with 
wide doors, ramps and low 
cupboards, is expected to be 
opened in early October. 

The housing part will be 
managed by the B.C. Housing 
Management Commission 
with the help of the Victoria 
Multiple Sclerosis and Cosmo¬ 
politan Aid Societies. 

The activity centre is to 
provide necessary therapy 


and recreation for the han¬ 
dicapped residents of the proj¬ 
ect.

It would destroy what looks 
likp a good beginning of the 
Inner Harbor's rehabili¬ 
tation,’’ said Newell Morrison, 
Social Credit member for Vic- 
■v toria. 

Last week, city council dis¬ 
cussed preliminary plans to 
build a parking structure on 
part of the SVi-acre site pur¬ 
chased 18 months ago at a 
cost of $1.13 million by the 
city with substantial help 
from the provincial and feder¬ 
al governments. 

Originally, the site was to 
be used for a park and a 
public marina. 

Gorst said the provincial 
government should persuade 
council to abandon plans for 
using the property as a site 
for a parking facility. 

“The Inner Harbor should 
"be for people, not for cars. By 
building a parking garage 
on that property, you would 
invite traffic into the city and 
the idea is to get it out,” 
Gorst said. 

“It is things like this that 
show the urgent need for a 
provincial capital commis¬ 
sion, similar to the National 
Capital Commission in Otta¬ 
wa,” he said. 

“A body like that could con¬ 
trol and co-ordinate develop¬ 
ment in such vital areas as 
the Inner Harbor,” he added.

$1.8 Million Job 
Awarded by Hydro 


A contract worth more than 
$1.8 million has been awarded 
by B.C. Hydro for an un¬ 
derground cable transmission 
circuit linking Goward substa¬ 
tion on Interurban Road and 
Horsey substation, just off 
Blanshard on Topaz. 

Pirelli Cables Ltd., of St. 
John, Que., is expected to 
begin work early next year, 
with completion scheduled for 
the fall of 1974. The circuit 
will be constructed to 230,000- 
volt standards although initial 
operation will be at 138,000 
volts. 

Costs of undergreunding the 
transmission project are 
being shared by Saqnich mu¬ 
nicipality, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and B.C. Hydto 
under provision of the Power 
ahd Telephone Line Beau¬ 
tification Fund Act’ according 
to a B.C. Hydro announce¬ 
ment. 


That act provides for a one- 
third sharing of the cost 
which would be about 
$600,000. 

Last May, however, Saanich 
council agreed to contribute 
no more than $200,000 to the 
project and Mayor Hugh 
Curtis said Tuesday night 
there has been no change in 
that figure. 

At one time, it was pro¬ 
posed to carry the line by 90- 
foot-tall towers to Victoria’s 
city limits at Tolmie, with the 
rest going underground. 

When planners and others 
protested that the towers 
would be an eyesore, follow¬ 
ing the Colquitz Creek Basin 
to the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way, then along that route to 
and south on Douglas, Hydro 
replied that the cost of un¬ 
dergrounding would be pro¬ 
hibitive. 


“is not playing fair with the 
provincial' government if it 
uses the site for any purpose 
other than a park and a 
marina.” 

“The former government 
contributed to the purchase of 
the property, believing it 
would be for people, not for 
cars. I guess legally, city 
council can do as it pleases, 
but that doesn’t make it 
right,” Morrison said. 

City council has not made a 
final decision regarding the 
u$e of the property, but 
Mayor Peter Pollen said “we 
have reached a consensus” 
favoring the parking facility. 

Preliminary plans call for a 
terraced structure, sloping to¬ 
ward the waterfront. Public 
access to the foreshore would 
be maintained. 

The structure wouldn’t 
block the view of the Inner 
Harbor from Wharf Street be¬ 
cause the Ocean Cement site 
is about 20 feet below street 
level. 

The property is being 
cleared and will soon be 
ready for development. 

With the acquisition of the 
site, most of the foreshore at 
the harbor’s inner basin is in 
public hands. 

Beautification work at an¬ 
other part of the Inner Harbor 
is in full swing. 

Construction of a lower 
catKeway, a pedestrian prom¬ 
enade below the Government 
Street causeway at water 
level, should be completed 
this summer. 

The city is also negotiating 
for relocation of the Black 
Ball ferry terminal, and ac¬ 
quisition of the Imperial Oil 
service station, both adjacent 
to the Ocean Cement proper¬ 
ty.

Witnesses Sought 
In Plaza Shooting 


Bail of $12,000 was set Tues¬ 
day in Victoria Provincial 
Court for a 65-year-old Saan¬ 
ich man charged with at¬ 
tempted murder in the Mon¬ 
day afternoon shooting of a 
Saanich woman on the Hill¬ 
side Shopping Plaza parking 
lot. 

Retired builder Clifford 
Earle Clark, 121 Kamloops, 
was charged with the attempt¬ 
ed murder “by shooting her 
with a firearm” of Mrs. 
Freda Helen Eveleigh, 3755 
Seaton, who remained in criti¬ 
cal condition late Tuesday in 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

Meanwhile, Victoria police 
issued an appeal for. any 
witnesses who may have seen 
a man sitting in a “whitish” 
car or driving one between 1 
p.m. and 2:20 p.m. Monday on 
or near the shop-plaza park¬ 
ing lot. 

" They said the car might 
have been around the western 
end of toe lot near a health 
spa and Zeller’s store. 
Witnesses who could describe 
-the man and his aotions were 
asked to phone the police de¬ 
tective division at 384-4111. 


First reports Monday said a 
man approached Mrs. Eve¬ 
leigh’s parked car as she sat 
in the driver’s seat and fired 
one shot from a handgun 
through the driver’s window, 
then walked around toe car 
and fired a second shot 
through the front passenger 
window. 

Police said Tuesday they 
still believe that was what 
happened but they changed 
reports that both bullets hit 
Mrs. Eveleigh. Only one did 
and neither the second bullet 
nor a weapon has been found. 

The bullet was said to have 
entered Mrs. Eveleigh’s head 
near toe right side of her 
right eye and ended lodged in 
her left upper skull. Doctors 
were believed to have decided 
to wait several days before 
making any attempt to re¬ 
move the bullet. 

The man drove from the 
shooting scene and police 
went to an address in the 
100-block Kamloops about an 
hour later. Clark was taken to 
Victoria police station at 
about 4:45 p.m. for question¬ 
ing and retained in custody. 

Robert Heath appeared as 
defence lawyer for Clark be¬ 


fore Judge William Ostler 
Tuesday afternoon and said 
“senior counsel” might be re¬ 
tained later. 

Bail was set after a discus¬ 
sion involving Ostler, Heath 
and prosecutor Peter Birkett 
and Clark was remanded to 
next Tuesday for further 
hearing. 

Trial by judge and jury is 
mandatory in cases where at¬ 
tempted murder is charged. 
This means a preliminary 
hearing will be held before 
Ostler but probably not until 
October or November. 

If Ostler decides there is 
enough evidence to warrant a 
higher-court trial, that might 
not take place until a B.C. 
Supreme Court session in Jan¬ 
uary at the Victoria Law 
Courts. A similar session will 
start early in October but its 
agenda may already be filled. 

The Clark involved in toe 
case is not the Cliff Clarke 
who has been manager of the 
Coach and Four, McPherson 
and now the King’s Den res¬ 
taurants and manager of tha 
Carlton Club, and has ap¬ 
peared onstage and as a 
director of a number of Vic¬ 
toria theatrical productions.

Fewer people are getting 
wisdom teeth. Dr. Tobias 
said, because the jaw has in- 
sifficient room for growth, 
possibly because of better nu¬ 
trition. 

The teeth are not needed 
anyway “because we live on 
slops and mush—cooked food 
--and there’s les9 work for 
our teeth.’’ 

The little toe seems to be 
getting smaller, possibly be¬ 
cause of the wearing of shoes 
and the cramping effect on 
feet, he said.

Roland Pigeon of Quebec, 
president of the Dairy Farm¬ 
ers of Canada, Maryon Bre¬ 
chin of Ottawa, president of 
the Consumers Association of 
Canada, and K. G. Savage of 
Ottawa, director of the Feder¬ 
al Agriculture Department’s 
dairy division, are participa¬ 
ting and available for consul¬ 
tation. 

Jackson said he was con¬ 
vinced the subsidy situation 


would not overshadow the 
previously-planned theme of 
the annual meeting, environ¬ 
ment in today’s society. 


The council represents 
firms involved in processing 
95 per cent of the milk pro¬ 
duced in Canada. Only 30 per 
cent of Canada’s milk produc¬ 
tion is used as fluid milk with 
the balance, termed industrial 
use, making butter, cheese 
and other milk products. 


During Monday’s opening 
session, O. E. Swain of Chi¬ 
cago, president of the Kraft 
Food Corp., said the distribu¬ 
tion of food in the world 
presents a challenge to the 
processing industry. 


He said existing food pro¬ 
ductivity must be improved 
and potential foodstuffs must 
be developed and marketed in 
the best possible manner. 

Mrs. Brechin said the in¬ 
dustry must carefully consid¬ 
er ttie name for any new 
higher protein milk product it 
places on the market. 


She suggested the names 
"modified or fortified milk” 
could be the “kiss of death” 
because of consumer reaction 
to such labels. 


She said her group was con¬ 
cerned because a recent sur¬ 
vey on consumers showed 
their reaction was negative 
to the names which wer^ 
being used “simply because 
they are in the regulations.** 


“We thought the food in¬ 
dustry had done a good job in 
making consumers feel that 
fortified meant a product that 
was made just a little bit bet¬ 
ter,’’ she said. 


Consumers take heart. The 
price of beef is going down — 
at least temporarily. 

Bob Gilson of Gilson’s 
Meats Ltd. says his price on a 
side of beef has gone from a 
high of 31.19 to 99 cents a 
pound on Tuesday. 

Ground beef has gone from 
$1.19 to $1.09 a pound. 

Sirloin steak has gone from 
$2.23 to $1.99 a pound. 

Bert Wright of Wright Qual¬ 
ity Meats Ltd. in Oak Bay 
says his sides and quarters of 
beef have dropped about 10 
cents a pound. 

Cuts that sold at a high of 


$2.25 a pound are now selling 
at $1.89 a pound, he reports. 

But, warns Gilson, prices 
will rise again. 

“Prices are down about as 
low as they’re going to get. 
They might creep up a few 
cents a pound but we won’t 
see any significant rise till 
about the middle of October.” 

He said meat prices rose 
originally because of the price 
freeze on meat in the United 
States. 

Because imported beef was 
exempted from the freeze, 
Americans imported Canadi¬ 
an beef to relieve their short¬ 
age, thereby causing a meat 
shortage in Canada, he said. 

This was rectified when the 
Canadian government put an 
embargo on beef exports, he

“If we tell the farmer we 
won’t buy meat at his price, 
he’s liable to say he won’t sell 
it to us and if he doesn’t mar¬ 
ket his beef, there will be a 
shortage.” 

But, he said, even without 


shortages, it’s impossible to 
maintain price stability be¬ 
cause production costs are 
going up steadily. 

“It’s the cost of doing busi¬ 
ness — wage costs, overhead 
osts that accounts for the 
rise — not the cost of the 
actuaf’meat,” lie said.

Strikes 

Boost 

Jobless 


OTTAWA (UPI) — The “pe¬ 
ripheral effect” of a large 
number of strikes on the econ¬ 
omy helped push unemploy¬ 
ment up to 5.5 per cent in 
August from 5.2 per cent in 
July, Finance Minister John 
Turner said Tuesday. 

In B.C. the rate dropped 
from 5.9 per cent to 5.6 per 
cent. 

Statistics Canada released 
August unemployment figures 
Tuesday which showed that 
while the actual number of 
unemployed Canadians 
dropped 28,000 to 433,000 in 
August, the decline was 
smaller than usual far that 
month. u 

Opposition Leader Robert 
Stanfield criticized the gov¬ 
ernment far allowing the 
country to fall Into a period of 
“stagflation” — high unem¬ 
ployment and high inflation — 
over the last six months. 

Turner said the rise in un¬ 
employment “does not reflect 
a weakening in the economy. 
The strength of the economy 
is reflected by the number of 
new jobs — 464,000 new jobs 
— the largest increase in the 
history of Canada.” 

However, Statistics Canada 
said in its release that the 
number of Canadians looking 
for jobs had increased and the 
increase in employment had 
not been enough to absorb all 
those seeking work. 

Turner told Stanfield that 
during the week when Statis¬ 
tics Canada does its labor 
force survey “there were 
80,000 men and women on 
strike, including those nor¬ 
mally engaged in railway 
work. 

“This led to peripheral ef¬ 
fects on other concerns which 
could not obtain supplies nor¬ 
mally delivered by rail, re¬ 
sulting in further unemploy¬ 
ment. One cannot expect that 
railway strikes which produce 
an adverse economic effect on 
the country will not result in 
statistical fallout as well. This 
is what happened,” Turner 
said. 

NDP Leader David Lewis 
said he was not surprised by 
the rise in unemployment, but 
he said the high unemploy¬ 
ment rates among young peo¬ 
ple “were regrettable.”

The hardest part in the art 
of growing pears is knowing 
when to pick them. No fruit 
suffers so ba^ly from poor 
timing, and no fruit is so re¬ 
warding when you happen to 
hit it on, the nose. In fact, one 
17th century writer, rhap¬ 
sodizing over a French pear 
called Doyenne du Cornice-, 
claimed it is necessary to sit 
up all night to catch and pick 
your pear at its absolute peak 
of flavor! 

I don’t suppose any modern 
gardener could be persuaded 
to go to this extreme, bub 
there is no doubt whatever 
that many home-grown pear 
crops are lacking in flavor 
because they were picked at 
the wrong stage of growth. 
Judging by tny mail, many 
novice gardeners fall into the 
common error of waiting until 
color appears in the pear be¬ 
fore picking it; such 
"sleepy” pears are mealy and 
almost tasteless. 

There is another type of 
mealiness that comes from 
picking too soon, but this is 
usually accompanied by some

shrivelling t>f the skin in 
storage, for the pear hadn’t 
attained its full moisture con¬ 
tent. 

Pears are best picked while 
still hard but are beginning to 
develop some "give” or 
springiness. Large-scale com¬ 
mercial growers check readi¬ 
ness for picking with scientif¬ 
ic instruments that measure 
the hardness of the fruit. For 
the home gardener, a rough- 
and-ready test is to lift a pear 
on the flat of your hand up to 
and slightly above the hori¬ 
zontal. If the stalk comes 
away from the tree without 
any pulling or tugging, the 
fruit is ready for picking al¬ 
though not yet fully ripe. 

It must be remembered, of 
course, that all the fruits on 
any one tree are not necessar¬ 
ily ready for. picking at the 
Same time, and the clearing 
of a tree may have to be 


spread over a period of sev¬ 
eral weeks. If a pear stalk 
doesn’t part readily from the 
tree when tested, lower it 
gently and try again * a few 
days later. 

While a few of the early 
kinds are ^ood to eat right off 
the tree, most of the mid¬ 
season and late varieties re¬ 
quire storage to bring out 
their full flavor. Storage 
should be dark and cool, with 
ideal temperatures between 40 
and 50 degrees, and the fruits 
should be, examined frequent¬ 
ly for color changes. As soon 
as the natural color of the va¬ 
riety is seen — usually the 
green base changes to yellow 
and brightens the overlaid 
pink or red or russet — that 
particular pear may be 
brought upstairs into room 
temperature for its final rip¬ 
ening. 

Connoisseurs claim this 


final stage is VERY impor¬ 
tant, for unless a pear can 
complete its ripening in a 
temperature of GO to 70 de¬ 
grees, the full flavor and 
aroma is not there. 

It isn’t easy to know just 
when to transfer a pear from 
cool storage into warmth, for 
some kinds remain green and 
do not show any pronounced 
color change. With these, a 
pretty good guide is a slight 
softening of the flesh in the 
neck, near tre stalk. I can’t 
tell you how long to hold a 
pear at room temperature be¬ 
fore eating it, as there are too 
many variable factors, 'but it* 
should come fairly close to its 
flavor peak in 48 hours. 

A well-finished pear has a 
bouquet as delicate and as sa¬ 
tisfying as that of a pcod 
wine, but both flavor and bou¬ 
quet can be ruined by odors in 
the storage place. I re¬ 
member one occasion when a 
neighbour’s pears were ren¬ 
dered almost inedible by 
mothballs, and another where 
the unpleasant taint came 
from rubber boots and over¬ 
shoes stored in the fruit cellar!

WASHINGTON — The startling revelation last week that 
President Nixon had tapped the telephone of his own brother. 
F. Donald NLxon, has caused great concern among civil liber¬ 
tarians. If a president cart tap his own brother without a 
court order, their thinking goes, no one in this country is 
sufe. 

But there is a school of legal opinion that maintains the 
Fourth Amendment guarantees of right of privacy and of pro¬ 
tection against search and seizure do not cover blood rela¬ 
tives of high government officials. 

The leader of this school is the great constitutional law¬ 
yer, Prof. Sam Clemente, who wrote the definitive book on 
President Millard Fillmore’s wiretapping activities, titled He 
Ain’t Heavy, He’s My Brother. 

★ ★ ★ 

Prof. Clemente told me, “The supreme court has ruled on 
many occasions that it is perfectly legal for a president to 
tap his brother’s telephone in the interests of national securi¬ 
ty. In the case of President Fillmore, the president suspected 
his brother Dillard was getting kickbacks from slaves who 
were working on government projects in the south. 

“Fillmore ordered the secret service to tap his brother’s 
lines. When the Washington Post broke the story, Fillmore’s 
press secretary announced the tap had been placed on Dillard 
because of threats on his life. Most of the threats were made 
by President Fillmore himself. But when questioned about 
this the press secretary refused to comment. 

“Fillmore’s brother sued the president for invasion of 
privacy but the supreme court, in a 5 to 4 decision, ruled in 
the president’s favor. The majority opinion said, ‘It is obvious

that writers of the constitution did not have relatives in mind 
when they wrote the Fourth Amendment. It is impossible for 
a president of the United States to carry on his executive 
duties without knowing what his brother is up to. 

★ ★ ★ 

“ ‘Nobody can do more damage to a president than his 
brother and since mjst brothers tend to take advantage of 
the president’s high office, it is essential that the president of 
the United States be given free rein to tap his kinfolk.’ *’ 

Clemente continued, “But the court ruled that the pres¬ 
ident could not tap in-laws. ‘We realize,’ the ruling said, ‘that 
in many cases a brother-in-law could give a president even 
more trouble than a brother. But if we opened the privilege 
to brothers-in-law, there would be no end to wiretapping in 
this country.’ 

“Although President Fillmore won the suit he agreed not 
to tap Dillard’s phone any more. But he refused to turn over 
the tapes on the grounds that if he did he would be setting a 
precedent for future presidents who would have to turn over 
their tapes to their brothers.” 

I asked Prof. Clemente. “Do you think President TNixon 
was relying on the President Fillmore-Dillard decision when 
he authorized the tapping of his brother’s phone?” 

“Either that or the Ulysses S. Grant case. 

★ ★ ★ 

“If you recall, President Grant was worried about his 
brother’s drinking problems and ordered a tap on his phone. 
As soon as he got enough evidence on him, Grant ordered his 
brother arrested for drunkenness. But the case was thrown 
out when it was revealed that Grant had members of the 
White House staff break into his brother’s doctor’s office to 
steal his brother’s files.” 

Prof. Clemente did not think the American public would 
be alarmed over the news that President Nixon had tapped 
his brother’s phone. “Anyone who has a brother would like to 
do the same thing.”

It has become one of the liberal cliches that you can’t 
know a people, or a country, until you have lived there a long 
time — and therefore the three-week traveller to Europe is to 
be despised and disregarded when he gives us his dogmatic 
"opinions” of-the countries he has briefly toured. 

There is some truth in that viewpoint, but also a lot of 
falsehood. For it is possible to visit a new country for a few 
weeks ahd see it in a way that the natives can no longer -see 
it. 

Habit dulls the edge of observation. We North Americans, 
for instance, accept ourselves and our customs so naturally 
and easily that we no longer have a perspective on ourselves. 
An educated and intelligent European can grasp a better idea 
of what we are like, precisely because he is not himself a 
part of the social process here. 

★ ★ ★ 

After a while we do not notice familiar scenery. We pass 
it every day on our way to work or shopping, but we do not 
really see it. The same is true of our national habits, defects 
and vices. The emotional and social scenery is so close to us 
that our angle of vision cannot include it. 


Obviously, a stupid, close-minded traveller is going to re¬ 
turn with a stupid and close-minded view of the country he 
has visited — but this would be true if he spent three years 
there, as well as three weeks. Travel -broadens only the 
broad; it narrows the narrow — just as money tends to make 
good men better and bad men worse. 

But a tourist with some sense, taste and background can 
often capture a more accurate portrait of a national spirit 
than the oldest inhabitant. What the native takes for granted 
(as almost a part of nature), the tourist views as a cultural 
trait. 


Our obsession with “bigness” for its own sake, as an ex¬ 
ample, is scarcely noticed by ourselves; but to the foreigner 
it provides a useful key for understanding many of our 
strange ways. 

Countries cannot see themselves any more clearly than 
individuals can. No one knows what he really looks like from 
the outside; the mirror gives us at best a vague and changing 
approximation. But a stranger, taking a fresh and careful 
look at us, can often tell more about our personalities and 
deepest yearnings in a half-hour than we can know about our¬ 
selves after years of patient self-examination. 

The three-week tourist is neither to be despised nor disre¬ 
garded; he may be superficial, but he is just as likely to be 
right.

• B.C. Television, owner 
of Channels 6 in Victoria and 
8 in Vancouver, has started 
late-late movies. This is not 
new in Greater Victoria, as 
viewers of the old Channel 13 
will recall, but it is the first 
time quality films have been 
used in the wee small hours. 

• Channel 9 in Seattle, 
one of the more innovative 
stations in the PBS network, 
will stay on all night Saturday 
and Sunday, Sept. 29 and 30, 
to shew all 12 episodes of the 
popular, controversial series 
An American Family. 

• Most important, NBC 
will start in mid-October a

The 
Graduate, Bonnie and Clyde 
and other popular items of 
recent years that will make 
their TV debuts this fall.

The three memos are dated 
less than a month before the 
break-in at the Beverly Hills 
office of psychiatrist Lewis 
Fielding during the Labor 
Day weekend of 1971. 

White House aides indicted

charges asssociated with the 
break-in include John Ehrlich¬ 
man, Egil "Bud” Krogh, 
David Young and Charles Col¬ 
son. 

The first of the three 
memos, from Krogh and 
Young, to Ehrlichman, rec¬ 
ommended “a covert opera¬ 
tion ... to examine all the 


The second memo, from 
Young to Ehrlichman, said, 
"the plan ... was to slowly 
develop a very negative pic¬ 
ture around the whole Pen¬ 
tagon study affair (prepara¬ 
tion to publication) and then 
to identify Ellsberg’s as¬ 
sociates and supporters on the 


new left with this negative 
image.” 

The third memo, from Ehr¬ 
lichman to Colson, reads: 

"On the assumption that the 
proposed undertaking by Hunt 
and liddy would be carried 
out and would be successful, I 
would appreciate receiving 
from v you Jy next Wednesday 
a game plah as to how and 
when you believe the materi¬ 
als should be used.”

White House lawyers told the 
U.S. circuit court of appeals 
Tuesday that President Nixon 
refuses to release the Water¬ 
gate tapes "not to protect 
John Dean or John Ehrlich¬ 
man or anyone else,” but to 
protect the, presidency itself. 

Spectators jammed the 
200-seat ceremonial court¬ 
room on the sixth floor of the 
federal courthouse as the 


seven appellate justices heard 
oral arguments in the historic 
battle for access to White 
House tapes sought by special 
Watergate prosecutor Archi¬ 
bald Cox. 

Charles Wright, the univer¬ 
sity of Texas law professor 
hired to represent Nixon, said 
there were no circumstances 
under which a president could 
be forced to disclose confiden¬ 
tial information.

NEW YORK (UPI) — John 
Mitchell and Maurice Stans 
won a delay Thursday in the 
Vesco conspiracy-perjury 
case — the first trial of 
(prmer cabinet officials since 
the Teapot Dome scandal of 
the 1920s. 

In ordering the delay, trial 
Judge Lee Gagiiardi followed 
a recommendation by an ap¬ 
pellate court that he recon¬ 
sider his previous rejection of 
a defence plea that the former 
attorney general and com¬ 
merce secretary had not had 
enough time to prepare their 
case. 

Gagiiardi told attorneys for 
both sides to confer on a "mu¬ 
tual satisfactory trial date.” 
Mitchell and Stans were both 
present when Gagiiardi made 
his ruling. 

Defense attorneys Peter 
Fleming for Mitchell and 
Walter Bonner for Stans both 
answered: "W’e are not ready 
for trial, sir” when asked by 
Gagiiardi if they were pre¬ 
pared to go to trial Tuesday 
as scheduled.

West leads the heart king, 
and the play to the first 
trick is easy. However, after 
South wins the ace there is 
some study required. 

The declarer who neglects j 
to count tricks and entries, 
and to develop a plan of 
play, can lose the hand 
quickly. For example, if two 
rounds of trumps are 
played, there is no way to 
recover and declarer’s max¬ 
imum is nine tricks. 

Dawn Wells (South) count¬ 
ed up to nine tricks easily 
and had to find a way to de¬ 
velop the tenth. The only 
hope lay in the club suit. 
With an even club and heart 
division most any declarer 
would make the hand. With 
the clubs divided 4-2, extra 
care was needed. 

Miss Wells played as fol¬ 
lows. After winning the 
heart ace, she played a low 
club and ducked it com? 
pletely! The defence cashed 
a heart and shifted to dia¬ 
monds ; however, declarer 
had timed the hand right. 

She won the diamond ace 
and played one high trump 
from her hand. Next she led 
a club to the ace (a vital 1 
entry) and ruffed a small 
club. The trump 10 provided 
another entry to ruff an- 
other club, and the 
dummy’s last club, was es¬ 
tablished. The trump ace 
provided the last needed 
entry, and dummy’s fifth 
club took care of a diamond 
loser. 

The hand was well .plan¬ 
ned and well played. \ Miss 
Wells made good use of all 
her entries to bring in a 
tricky contract. )

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Fire Razes 3 Reserve Homes

KUPER ISLAND — Three 
children, a box of matches and 
the tinder dry vegetation on 
this small Gulf Island were 
joined in an almost deadly 
combination Tuesday as fire 
spread through the Penala- 
kut Indian village, destroying 
three houses, a boat and a 
smoke house before water 
bombers were able to douse 
the flames. 

The fire was first noticed 
by residents at 9:30 Tuesday 
morning, coming from a col¬ 
lection of houses away from 
the main part erf the village 
and toward the beach. Little 


could be done to contain the 
blaze once it had started, 
however, as no water facili¬ 
ties existed on the endangered 
part of the reserve. 

Eyewitnesses said flames 
quickly spread up a bush- 
covered hiU which separated 
the three houses {rom the 
centre of the village* and for 
a time threatened to destroy 
the entire townsite. Kuper Is¬ 
land, home of the Penalakut 
band, is one mile offshore 
from Che main us. 

Residents fought the fire 
with a garden hose and a 
bucket brigade from the sea, 
but quickly recognized that 
their village would be en¬ 
gulfed if water bombers were 
not called to the scene. 

Mrs. Emily Rice, whose 
house is no more than 100 
yards from the scene of the 
fire, put in the call for assis¬ 
tance which brought the 
bombers from Pat Bay. The 
two specially converted fire¬ 
fighting planes were on the 
scene shortly after 10 o’clock 
she said. 

“Everyone was scared 
When the fire started spread¬ 
ing. Everything was 60 dry, 
and it burned so fast. If the 
water bombers didn’t come, I 
think the whole reserve would 
have burned,” she said. 

Her neighbor, Normalene 
Charlie, shared Mrs. Rice’s 
concern for the safety of the 
village. 


“The flames kept coming 
closer up the hill toward the 
rest of the houses and there 
Wasn’t anything we could do. 
We just had buckets and that 
didn’t do any good,” she said. 
“There were three other 
houses that were endangered 
and their owners weren’t 
home. We were afraid lit was 
going to reach them.” 

Two of the destroyed houses 
were vacant, and the third, a 
brand new home, was oc¬ 
cupied by Leonard James. 
James was not home when 
the fire broke out but was at 
the other side of the island, 
unloading lumber and cement 
for more badly needed hous¬ 
ing in the village. 

The three houses were total¬ 
ly destroyed and, except for a 
television set, some toqjs and 
a gun, all possessions were 
lost. Mechanical equipment 
was being stored in one of the 
vacant houses. A boat drawn 
up on the nearby beach and a 
smokehouse were also de¬ 
stroyed. No estimate of the 
damage was available Tues¬ 
day. 

Residents said the fire 
started with three small chil¬ 
dren, aged two and three, who 
were apparently playing with 
matches in one of the vacant 
houses. They started a small 
fire which quickly spread in 
the dry grass to the other 
houses. 


By early afternoon, the 
water bombers had put out 
the fire and two men were 
standing guard at the smoul¬ 
dering site to insure the 
flames did not start again. 

One of the men, Leonard 
Sylvester, had been building 
a 12-man dugout canoe behind 
the three houses. By the time 
the flames were extinguished, 
the canoe, which had already 
begun to take shape, was re¬ 
duced to ashes. 

The log Sylvester had been 
working on had been dried for 
at least six years prior to his 
starting to carve it. Now he 
must begin looking for an¬ 
other cedar tree, he said, 
staring into the coals. 

“We never had a chance to 
stop the fire. Two of the 
homes had no water system 
of any kind. If there was 
water, maybe they could have 
been saved. As it was, by the 
time die water bombers got 
here, there wasn’t much they 
could do to save the houses, 
but they stopped the fire from 
spreading. If they didn’t 
come, for sure the fire would 
have gone right up the hill.” 

Sylvester said the two 
planes had a clear path in to 
the fire, coming in at an alti¬ 
tude of 50 to 60 feet. They 
dropped their loads in a criss¬ 
cross pattern over the site, 
and effectively extinguished 
the flames within two hours.

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Soviet Liner Pushkin 

Ship Occupancy 
Best in History 


MONTREAL (UPd) — The 
Soviet passenger ship Ms. 
Alexandr Pushkin had its 
highest occupancy rate in his¬ 
tory this summer with only 
three empty beds during its 
entire five-cruise Canadian 
season, March ShLpping Ltd. 
said Thursday. 

The 19,8GO-ton Russian ves¬ 
sel, built in East Germany, 
which sailed between Mon¬ 
treal, Bermuda, the French 
islands of St. Pierre and Mi¬ 
quelon and back to Montreal, 
carried a total of 2,997 per¬ 
sons — three short of its ca¬ 
pacity for five cruises. 

The Pushkin’s capacity is 
600 passengers per cruise.

Stollmeyer said “our only 
regret is that we had to turn 
away more than 1,000 inter¬ 
ested travellers this summer 
because of early reservations 
which filled us up.”

Rail transportation in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia resumed Tues¬ 
day for the Hirst time since 
July 26, but another wage dis¬ 
pute threatens to halt another 
part of the province’s railway 
system.

Mediator Clark Gilmour’s 
report to the labor depart¬ 
ment on the contract dispute 
with the provincial govern¬ 
ment railay was to be sent to 
both union and railway Tues¬ 
day. 

The UTU will be in a legal 
position to strike as soon as 
the report has been received. 

Meanwhile, members of 
four shoperaft unions at the 
provincial government rail¬ 
way, formerly the PGE, were 
to vote Tuesday night on a 
settlement offer. 

The offer proposes a 10 per 
cent across the board wage 
boost and the appointment of 
a one-man commission to 
(investigate complaints of wage 
disparity with B.C. Hydro 
Railway workers. 

Normal rail freight connec¬ 
tions between Vancouver Is¬ 
land and the mainland re¬ 
sumed Tuesday, but a CP 
Rail spokesman said it would 
be some time before a back¬ 
log of cars could be cleared 
up. 

“It will likely be a matter 
of weeks before we can say 
again that we’re really caught 
up and operating on a daily 
basis,” he said. 

There are hundreds of car¬ 
loads of freight consigned to 
Vancouver Island sitting in 
sidings across the country, 
and stores have been waiting 
impatiently to make up fall 
stocks of clothes, shoes, and 
appliances. 

Meanwhile, B.C. business 
leaders said it could be two 
months before operations re¬ 
turn to normal in some indus- 
tries. Richard Hubber- 
Richard, vice-president of 
Neptune Terminals in North 
Vancouver, said it would be 
at least two months before 
operations at Neptune would 
be normal. Neptune, the larg¬ 
est shiploading complex in 
Vancouver Harbor, ran out of 
its coal stocks a week ago and 


is short of potash and sulphur 
for waiting ships. 

Vancouver port manager 
Bill Duncan said the strike 
had seriously crippled wa¬ 
terfront operations involved in 
bulk exports and said “it will 
probably be at least a month 
before everything is back to 
normal.” 

Duncan said as of Monday 
morning there were 14 vessels 
waiting to move in to bulk 
loading termials, including 
Neptune, Vancouver wharves 
and the Pacific Coast Bulk 
Loading Terminal at Port 
Moody. 

He said Roberts Bank, 
where coal stocks are virtual¬ 
ly depleted, also has ships 
waiting to load. 

He said the strike had not 
affected grain shipments as 
seriously as it had such bulk 
commodities as coal, potash 
and sulphur. 

“There were 17 to 18 million 
bushels of graili in our eleva¬ 
tors before the strike began 
and these stocks enabled the- 
port to keep up a reasonable 
level of exports,” Duncan 
said. “But there’s less than 
five million bushels left now. 
It’s going to take some time 
to build the grain stocks back 
up to a satisfactory reserve." 

He said a stepped-up use of 
trucking facilities had man¬ 
aged to keep some of the 
j>orts import products moving 
fast enough to prevent serious 
storage problems. 

He added there had been 
layoffs in some waterfront 
operations, mostly in the 
grain and bulk-loading indus¬ 
tries. 

“But it’s impossible to real¬ 
ly ascertain the total econom¬ 
ic impact of the strike on the 
port and other business activi¬ 
ties,” he said.

Education Birth Check Fails 


BANFF, Alta. (CP) - Only 
a higher standard of living in 
developing nations will help 
stem the growth of population 
and in turn reduce the world’s 
pollution problem, R. F. 
Shaw, deputy federal environ¬ 
ment minister, said Tuesday. 

Shaw, speaking at the annu¬ 
al meeting of the Dairy Coun¬ 


cil of Canada, said no way 
has yet been found to reduce 
population growth through ed¬ 
ucation. 

“We dare not do it be legis¬ 
lation as it would interfere 
with human freedoms.” 

He said natural population 
growth in developed countries 
is about one per cent a year 
while in the developing world 


the growth rate is about 2.5 
per cent. 

But even if population 
growth could be stopped im¬ 
mediately there would be 
trouble because the age dis¬ 
tribution would go “askew.” 

“If the whole world were to 
be convinced of the desirabil¬ 
ity of controlled population 
growth commencing now, we 
would still reach a population 


of about 15 billion before 
proper balance would be 
reached and this could not be 
before 2040 A.D.“ he said. 

Shaw said the world has the 
technological skill to service a 
population of 34 billion com¬ 
pared with today’s estimated 
3.7 billion. 

“The problem is we are not 
at this moment properly or¬ 


ganized to feed 3.7 billion.” 

He warned Canadians that 
any attempt to set themselves 
aside from the rest of the 
world would result in people 
from the have-not nations try¬ 
ing to “come in and take our 
wealth from us.” 

Efforts must be made to 
find solutions on a world-wide 
basis, particularly in making 
use of energy resources.

The government cl Premier 
Lars Korvald said Tuesday it 
will resign after a recount of 
election returns gave a bloc of 
Socialist parties plus the op¬ 
position Labor Party a one- 
seat majority in Norway’s 
parliament.

OTTAWA (CP) — Immigra¬ 
tion to Canada rose by 30 per 
cent during the first half of 
1973 compared to the same 
period last year, the immigra¬ 
tion department reports. 

By the end of June this 
year. 70,833 immigrants ar¬ 
rived here compared to 54,313 
for the same period in 1972. 

England led all other coun¬ 
tries as a major source of im¬ 
migrants, causing the United 
States tiHlose the lead 1 it had 
held since the end of 1971. 

Immigration from England 
rose to 8,780 compared to 
5,337 last year. Immigrants 
from the U.S. dropped to 8,633 
from 10,575. % 

Statistics continued to show 
tlic effects of the expulsion of 
Asians last fall from the East 
African nation of Uganda. 
Ugandan Asians continued to 
trickle into Canada in the first 
part of this year, and by the 
end of June 1,278 had arrived. 

Immigration from other 
East African countries also 
continued to rise: 383 from 
Kenya compared to 146 last 
• year; 744 from Tanzania com¬ 
pared to 371 last year. 

Ontario received more im¬ 
migrants than all other prov¬ 
inces combined — 40.324 new¬ 
comers compared to 28,862 
this time last year. 

British Columbia was the 
second most favorite province 
of destination with 11,018 new 
immigrants. Quebec was third 
with 9,884. 

There were slightly more 
male immigrants than fe¬ 
males; 36,170 compared to 
34,663. Most of the newcomers 
were between the ages of 20 
and 35. 

A little more than half of 
the immigrants—37,138—were 
destined for the labor force.

“We are so far behind 
where we should be that 
every day emergency action 
is not taken we are further 
from a solution and closer to 
the necessity for mandatory 
curtailments.” said Gordon 
Culp of the Pacific Northwest 
Utilities Conference. 

The situation is “a bit like a 
game of Russian roulette” 
that could end in nature eas¬ 
ing the extremely low stream 
runoffs, he told the joint ses¬ 
sion.

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Military Seizes Chile, Allende Suicide 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — Salvador Allende, 
the first freely elected Marxist leader in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, was ousted in a violent coup by 
the Chilean military Tuesday and police said Al¬ 
lende took his own life rather than surrender to the 
attacking rebels. 

Allende’s slumped body, with a bullet through 
his mouth, was reported to have been found in the 
presidential palace after a 20-minute attack by the 
military, which included bomb-dropping planes and 
heavy artillery. 

A four-man military junta took control of the 


government and declared a state of siege. Cen¬ 
sorship and a curfew were imposed. 

The coup capped weeks of violent unrest in 
Chile, in which the armed forces finally joined 
growing groups of workers and professionals who 
had been demanding Allende’s resignation. 

But the 65-year-old Allende held true to his 
firm commitment not to resign his attempts to 
bring socialism to Chile. 

In his last public statement, made by radio as 
two air force jets sdFeamed over the downtown 
government house, Allende said: 

“I will not resign. I will not do it. I am ready to 


resist with whatever means, even at the cost of nr# 
life in that this serves as a lesson in the ignomini¬ 
ous history of those who have strength not rea¬ 
son.” 

The chief photographer for the Santiago daily 
El Mersurio said he saw Allende lying dead on a 
blood-soaked sofa in the anteroom of the palace 
dining hall. He said the president had shot himself 
once in the mouth. 

Police Prefect Rene Carrasco confirmed the 
suicide. He said Augusto Olivares, a close Allende 
adviser, also killed himself. 

A list of 68 prominent Socialist and Commu¬ 


nist leaders was broadcast and they were ordered 
to appear at the defence ministry or face arrest. 

More than 100 Communist and Socialist party 
members were reported arrested in Santiago and 
Valparaiso — a port city where naval units began 
the coup early Tuesday. 

Tuesday morning, the chiefs of the army, 
navy, air force and national police sided with the 
anti-Marxist opposition and issued a noon ultima¬ 
tum for Allende to resign.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Tension along the 
2,500-mile Chinese-Mongolian border is growing 
with Chinese troops having penetrated 12 miles 
into Mongolian territory, according to a Mongolian 
newspaper. 


The charge was made in the 
Sept. 5 issue of the Mongolian 
News which reached Moscow 
Tuesday. 

It said from 1965 to July of 
this year the Chinese had de¬ 
ployed large numbers of 
troops along the border, 
staged large-Scale manuevres 
as close as nine miles from 
the frontier and constructed 
“militarily strategic installa¬ 
tions.’' 

The border violations oc¬ 
curred despite repeated Mon¬ 
golian protests, the article 
said. Chinese officers and 
men penetrated nine to 12 
miles into Mongolian territo¬ 
ry, taking reconnaissance 
photographs, opening fire at 
cattle, killing rare animals 
and distributing leaflets, it 
said. 

The article took up five 
pages of the six-page semi¬ 
weekly newspaper published • 
by the Mongolian News 
Agency. It also said the Chi¬ 
nese were attempting to exert 
political and economic pres¬ 
sure on Mongolia and inter¬ 
fere in its internal affairs. 

It printed a Chinese map 
showing alleged Chinese sei¬ 
zure of Mongolian territory. 

Mongolia, a buffer state of 
1.25 million persons between 
China and the Soviet Union, 
has close links to Moscow 
going back to the founding of 
the Mongolian Peoples Repub¬ 
lic. With the help of the Red 
Arrrly, it became the world’s 
second communist state in 
1921. 

The Chinese, who have tried 
to improve relations with 
Mongolia since the end of the 
cultural revolution, have said 
that the Soviets maintain 
about 300,000 troops in Mongo¬ 
lia out of the million along 
China’s northern border. 


Chou Sees 
Threat 
Of War 


PEKING (UPI) - Premier 
Chou En-lai told French pres- 
i d e n t Georges Pompidou 
Tuesday the current east-west 
understanding is only a “su¬ 
perficial phenomenon.” He 
said China believes the world 
is facing the threat of a new 
war and Chinese are digging 
deep underground shelters 
and stockpiling grain re-* 
serves* 

“What presently character¬ 
izes the International situa¬ 
tion is not universal tranqui¬ 
lity but big upheavals 
throughout the world — the 
danger of war remains and 
detente is only a superficial 
phenomenon,” Chou said in a 
virulent attack apparently 
directed at the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

He hailed Pompidou as the 
representative of a nation op¬ 
posing “superpower” at¬ 
tempts to rule the world and- 
meddle in other countries’ 
business. 

Chou spoke at a huge ban¬ 
quet in Pompidou’s honor in 
the Great Hall of the People 
at Tien An Mien Square. 

Pompidou arrived in Peking 
earlier in the day after a 
flight from Paris. The first 
French chief of state in his¬ 
tory to visit China, he was 
greeted at flag-decked Peking 
airfield with national anthems 
and welcoming shouts of 
brightly • dressed school chil¬ 
dren.

A Gnostic sacred library, 
discovered in Egypt shorUy

after the Second World War, 
contains significant twists on 
the familiar Judeo-Christian 
stories of human origins. 

Virtually unknown to the 
public, the Gnostic papyruses 
are considered by some Bibli¬ 
cal scrk>lars as important as 
the popularly acclaimed Dead 
Sea Scrolls for comparing re¬ 
ligious concepts at about the 
time of Christianity’s birth. 

During the first three cen¬ 
turies, the Gnostics were 
serious rivals to Judaism and 
! 




Christianity. Some Gnostics 
apparently considered them¬ 
selves good Christians, though 
branded heretics by what 
eventually became the ortho¬ 
dox churches. 

An international team of 
scholars, working through 
Claremont Graduate School’s 
Institute for Antiquity and 
Christianity, has permitted 
some advance looks at some 
of the 53 Gnostic treatises re¬ 
covered the last, of which

are scheduled to be published 
before the end of 1974. 

Some .translator-scholars 
reached print years ago with 
selected parts, such as the 
Gospel of Thomas and the 
Gospel of Truth, but to -this 
day, due to various delays, 
about half of the material ha« 
yet to be published in any lan¬ 
guage. 

A Gnostic work that schol¬ 
ars call The Origin of the 
World, now being translated

has the serpent advising Eve 
to eat the forbidden fruit from 
the tree of knowledge of evil 
and good — just as in Gene¬ 
sis. 

Somewhat like the Bible’s 
serpent, the Gnostics’ reptile 
tells Eve that by eating, she 
will ”become like gods in that 
you will know the difference 
between evil men and good/’

knowledge shone upon them,"

DUNCAN — A weekend 
workshop on consciousness 
evolution is not the kind of ac¬ 
tivity found in Duncan every 
weekend, but according to 
Rudy Spence, of the Arica In¬ 
stitute, the long-term benefits 
of such a weekend are too 
good to pass up. 

Spence was at Maple Bay 
recently, visiting with friends 
and arranging for the week¬ 
end, to be held Sept. 29 and 30 
at the Village Green Inn. He 
does not expect a large turn¬ 
out for the course as the ma¬ 
terial he will be teaching is 
bound to have a limited ap¬ 
peal, and not everyone is in 
the position to drop every¬ 
thing for two days. 

Spence has a background of 
involvement in modern psy¬ 
chological schools, and prior 
to joining Arica, he was at the 
Esalon school at Big Sur.

“The more and more we pu¬ 
rify ourselves, the more in 
contact we are with our spiri¬ 
tual body, which is the entire 
cosmic process,” Spence said.

Victorians first full¬ 
time legal aid office will 
open on or about Sep¬ 
tember 15. 

An official in Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald’s de¬ 
partment said Monday a like¬ 
ly location is Bastion Square, 
in office space above Smitty’s 
Pancake House. 

It will be staffed by two 
lawyers, one of them being 
Keith Hamilton, a University 
of B.C. graduate who is to be 
called to the Bar on Sept. 13. 

Hamilton earned his 
master’s degree at the Lon¬ 
don School of Economics. 

The two lawyers, who will 
be paid with federal and pro¬ 
vincial funds, will serve in a 
number of functions, the of¬ 
ficial said. 

• They will set up a law- 
yer referral system, with law¬ 
yers in different legal special¬ 
ties ready to take on cases if 
the workload gets too heavy. 

• They will act as duty 
counsels to the local police 
force, visiting men being held 
behind bars overnight to en¬ 


sure they are receiving ade¬ 
quate legal help. 

• They will perform clini¬ 
cal work when needed by 
. providing local groups with 
* advice on the legal process. 

Much of their time will, of 
course, be taken up with ar¬ 
guing criminal and civil cases 
in court, the official said. 

Asked if two men would be 
sufficient to handle the ad¬ 
ministrative and court duties, 
he added that they will call 
upon members of the Victoria 
Bar Association when neces¬ 
sary. 

It was found, he said, that a 
three-man office in Vancouver 
and a two-man team in 
Prince George were adequate 
to do the job in those areas. 

All criminal cases are eligi¬ 
ble for legal aid, at no charge 
to the person represented. 
The government does not pay 
honorariums for some specific 
civil cases. 

The official said if the legal 
aid lawyers agree to handle 
these latter cases they will do 
so without remuneration.

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Municipalities Ask 
For Bigger Slice 
Of Total Tax Pie 


PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
British Columbia municipal¬ 
ities want a bigger share of 
taxes generated by Canada’s 
economic growth or they will 
sink towards “a disastrous fi¬ 
nancial situation” caused by 
escalating municipal ex¬ 
penses. 

The warning was contained 
in a statement, prepared by 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities, outlining a report on 
municipal taxation that will 
be debated by civic and re¬ 
gional delegates at their annu¬ 
al convention in Prince 
George starting today. 

“It is clear,” the report 
stated, “that a major and im¬ 
mediate financial distribution 
of government tax revenues 
must be undertaken to allevi¬ 
ate the financial plight of 
local government. ” 

- The report was prepared by 
the executive and UBCM staff 
at the request, last December, 
of Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer. 

It set out a list of municipal 
inadequacies, most reflecting 
the difficulties of providing 
services that are either de¬ 
manded by residents or im¬ 
posed on local government by 
provincial authorities, under 
conditions of escalating costs 
and static revenue sources. 

A basic reason for the mu¬ 
nicipal dilemma is the imba¬ 
lance between available reve¬ 
nue sources, the report stated. 
Federal and provincial tax 
fields respond readily to in¬ 
creasing population and eco¬ 
nomic growth in terms of in¬ 
come and sales taxes. Howev¬ 
er, local, tax opportunities, 
restricted mainly to real prop¬ 
erty. require continuous up¬ 
ward revisions to meet ex¬ 
panding services and the ris¬ 
ing costs of providing them. 

As a result of the study, the 
UBCM executive made far- 
reaching recommendations: 

• That the provincial gov¬ 
ernment tie grants to munici¬ 
palities to provincial reve¬ 
nues. 

• That municipalities get 
a share of fuel taxes to help 
with road costs. 

• That municipalities re¬ 
ceive a share of the liquor 
tax. 

• That provincial proper¬ 
ty within municipalities be 
taxed at the same rate as 
property owned by private en¬ 
terprise. 

• That the province pro¬ 
vide grants to pay for ser¬ 
vices supplied by municipal¬ 
ities to universities. 

• That education costs be 
removed from residential and 
farm property. 

• That the municipalities 
•be relieved of welfare costs. 

• That provincial support 


should be given to cities with 
increasing police and court 
costs. 

• That a cost-sharing for¬ 
mula be "developed to fight 
pollution. 

• That additional revenue 
accompany additional ser¬ 
vices forced upon a communi¬ 
ty by senior governments. 

The report concluded with a 
recommendation that the en¬

Bottles of Booze 
Headed for Drain 


ISormaline Charlie, Emily Rice survey qjjermath of blaze which threatened entire community

An illegal-liquor case that 
has beeen brewing since late 
May came to a head Tuesday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
and, as a result, the Canada 
Customs people in Victoria 
soon will be pouring 134 bot¬ 
tles of whiskey, gin and saki 
down the drain. 

The last legal cork stopping 
the paperwork pour was un¬ 
plugged when Judge William 
Ostler vacated a warrant for 
Joachim Vincent Tauro, 51, 
chief steward of the Liberian 
freighter Athol, and withdrew 
a charge against Tauro as 
well. 

Ostler acted after an appli¬ 
cation by prosecutor Bruce 
McConnan, who said Tauro 
was now back home in Bom¬ 
bay. there was “no possibility 
of his return (and) the cus¬ 
toms people w-ould like to 
close their file.” 

Tauro was charged late in 
May with unlawful possession 
of undeclared goods and 
sources said the goods were 
134 bottles, mostly whiskey 
with some gin and saki. 

The sources said customs 
officials received a tip that 
the Athol was., bringing in urt 
declared liquor for sale in 
Port Albemi. The ship was 
searched May 18, reportedly 
et Victoria, and two bottles of 
liquor and two more of saki 
were found in Tauro’s cabin. 

Another 11 cases were found 
in the Athol’s dry stores, hid¬ 
den in a rice bin and in a 
canned-goods section. 

Tauro pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and his trial was 
set for July 10 after spokes¬ 
men for Tauro and the prose¬ 
cution said the ship probably 
would be back in Victoria on 
that day. » 

It wasn’t and Ostler was 
told July 10 the Athol might 


appear a week later. For 
legal reasons, the judge de¬ 
clined to issue a Warrant but 
said one coulto be issued by a 
justice of the peace. That was 
later done. 

The sources said Tuesday 
the ship did not show up in 
July but was at Port Albemi 
at last report. 

McConnan said his file-clos¬ 
ing remark meant the cus¬ 
toms people wish to dispose of 
the 134* bottles, which have 
been stored pending a court 
case. There was no indication 
of when and where this would 
be done. 


Fire Destroys 3 Reserve Homes

KUPER ISLAND — Three 
children, a box of matches and 
the tinder dry vegetation on 
this small Gulf Island were 
joined in an almost deadly 
combination Tuesday as fire 
spread through the Penala- 
kut Indian village, destroying 
three houses, a boat and a 
smoke house before water 
bombers were able to douse 
the flames. 

The fire was first noticed, 
by residents at 9:30 Tuesday 
morning, coming from a col¬ 
lection of houses away from 
the main part of the village 
and toward the beach. Little 
could be done to contain the 
blaze once it had started, 
however, as no water facili¬ 
ties existed on the endangered 
part of the reserve. 

Eyewitnesses said flames 
quickly spread up a bush- 
t overwi hill which separated 
the three houses from the 
centre of the village, and for 
a time threatened to destroy 
the entire, townsite. Rupee Is¬ 
land* home of the Penalakut 
band, is one mile offshore 
from Chemainus. 

Residents fought the fire 
with a garden hose and a 
bucket brigade from the sea, 
but quickly recognized that 
their * village would be en- 
gulfeflr if water bombers were 
not called to the scene. 

Mrs. Emily Rice, whose 
house is no more than 100 
yards from the scene of the 
fire, put in the call for assis¬ 


tance which brought the 
bombers from Pat Bay. The 
two specially converted fire¬ 
fighting planes were on the 
scene shortly after 10 o’clock 
she said. 

“Everyone was scared 
when the fire started spread¬ 
ing. Everything was so dry, 
and it burned so fast. If the 
water bombers didn't come, I 
think the whole reserve would 
have burned,” she said. 

Her neighbor, Normalene 
Charlie, shared Mrs. Rice’s 
concern for the safety of the 
village. 

“The flames kept coming 
closer up the hill toward the 
rest of the houses and there 
wasn’t anything we could do. 
We just had buckets and that 
didn’t do any good,” she said. 

three other 


stroyed. No estimate of the 
damage was available Tues¬ 
day. 

Residents said the fire 
started with three small chil¬ 
dren, aged two and three, who 
were apparently playing with 
matches in one of the vacant 
houses. They started a small 
fire which quickly spread in 
the dry grass to the other 
houses. 

By early afternoon, the 
water bombers had put out 
the fire and two -men were 
standing guard at the smoul¬ 
dering site to insure the 
flames did not start again. 


One of the men, Leonard 
Sylvester, had been building 
a 12-man dugout canoe behind 
the three houses. By the time 
the flames were extinguished, 
the canoe, which had already 
begun to take shape, was re¬ 
duced to ashes. 

The leg Sylvester had been 
working on had been dried for 
at least six years p^ior to his 
starting to carve it. Now he 
must begin looking for an¬ 
other cedar tree, he said, 
staring into the coals. 

“We never had a chance to 
stop the fire. Two of the 
homes had no water system 


of any kind. If there was 
vrater, maybe they could have 
been saved. As it was, by the 
time the water bombers got 
here, there wasn’t much’ they 
could do to save the houses, 
but they stopped the fire from 
spreading. If they didn’t 
come, for sure the fire would 
have gone right up the hill.” 

Sylvester said the tw r o 
planes had a clear path in to 
the fire, coming in at an alti¬ 
tude of 50 to 60 feet. They 
dropped their loads in a criss¬ 
cross pattern over the site, 
and effectively extinguished 
the flames within two hours.

Underground Waterfalls, Low Passages,

QUALJCUM BEACH — 
During the summer a large 
number of people have been 
introduced to the beauties of 
Horne Lake Caves, situated 
north of Quaiicum Beach. 
Some of the more adventur¬ 
ous types savored the joys of 
speleology by slithering and 
squirming through 16-inch- 
high passages half filled with 
cold water, squeezing through 
crevices and climbing up and 
down underground waterfalls 
with water running down their 
sleeves and into their boots. 

The provincial parks branch 
entered - a contract with the 
Vancouver Island Cave Explo¬ 
ration Group to^run guided 
tours through the Horne Lake 
Caves on weekends during 
July and August. Visitors 
were outfitted with hard hats 
and electric lights that 
clipped onto the hats, then 
were taken through the old 
and the new caves. 

Takes Centuries 

Most of the visitors only 
went a short way in then 
came back out. Throughout 
most of July the water effec¬ 
tively blocked off most of the 
large cave system and not too 
many people were interested 
in the rigors they would have 
had to endure to go further. 

Few visitors seem to realise 


that cave formation take 
centuries to form, and the old 
caves are in a deplorable 
state due to vandalism. Over 
the years, toe accessible 
caves have been stripped by 
souvenier hunters, sprayed 
with paint and littered with 
. garbage. The calcite forma¬ 
tions look beautiful while they 
are in toe caves, but after 
being out for two or three 
weeks they lose their luster 
and have little more interest 
value than any other frag¬ 
ment of broken rock. The for¬ 
mations are crystalline and 
are firm but brittle. 

A determined effort has 
been made to preserve the 
Riverbend Cave which is one 
of the lesser known ones. In 
1971, using parks branch mate- 
rials, VICEG volunteers 
placed a heavy steel gate 
across the entrance so toe 
parks branch could control 
access. Responsible parties 
are normally admitted if they 
have an experienced guide, 
and applications should be 
submitted to the parks 
branch, department of recrea¬ 
tion and conservation in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Most visitors only went toe 
first 200 feet into toe River- 
bend Cave, but in this short 
distance they saw many beau¬ 
tiful formations. These are 
made by mineral-bearing 
waiters dripping down for cen¬ 
turies and, in many cases, for 
thousands of years. Most of 


the formations are a beauti¬ 
ful. glistening white which 
will become permanently 
stained a dull brown if they 
are muddied or scarred by 
oils in the skin of the bare 
hands. 

Bacon Strip 

There are many fine exam¬ 
ples of bacon strip hanging 
from ceilings of toe caves. 
This is a thin formation that 
is whitish with brown stria- 
tions running longitudinally 
and resembling bacon in ap¬ 
pearance. It is translucent 
when a light is held behind it. 
There are hundreds of deli¬ 
cate soda straws, thin cylindri¬ 
cal formations that hang 
down. Water runs through 
them and drips from the ends. 
In a few places, there are stal¬ 
actites which hang down, 
meeting or almost meeting 
their mates, the stalagmites, 
that grow up from the floor. 
All these formations and many 
^ore are formed by mineral 
laden water gradually depo¬ 
siting caloite crystals. 

Sometimes a formation will 
start to form on a horizontal 
surface which is later eroded 
by a stream • running under¬ 
neath and toe formation is 
left jutting out horizontally 
and unsupported. 

The few groups of visitors 
who went to the bottom of the 
Rivei|>end Cave will probably 


never 1 forget the experience. 
About 200 feet from the en¬ 
trance they had to get down 
on their hands and knees and 
crawl for a few feet, then toe 
roof got even lower and they 
had to slither on their stom¬ 
achs in a very low narrow 
passage. At this early stage, 
some were overcome by a 
feeling of claustrophobia and 
decided not to continue and 
returned to toe open air. 

The majority of intrepid vis¬ 
itors who continued along this 
low passage soon came to a 
dip that was flooded. They 
crawled through with barely 
six inches between toe water 
and toe roof of toe passage, 
thus they were guaranteed to 
stay wet far the rest of toe 
underground trip. There is no 
chance i to dry off because 
there is a 99 per cent humidi¬ 
ty factor in the caves! 

Changing Room 

A little beyond the water, 
the passage opens up in both 
height and width and is 
known as toe changing room. 
Flemings Folly i^just beyond 
and got its name because a 
chap named Ian Fleming fell 
right into the pool, just after 
changing into ^ry clothes 
beyond the siphon pool crawl. 
A 17-foot drop follows and is 
rigged with a handline so that 
spelunkers can descent and 
ascend. 


There are other drpps, in¬ 
cluding Achilles Pot which is 
a 30-foot vertical drop rigged 
with a wire rope ladder which 
has its lower end in a pool of 
water. As some visitors had 
never before had the experi¬ 
ence of using a rope ladder, a 
life line was attached to them 
and toe guide paid it out as 
they descended. 

The Rainbarrel is a steep, 
50-foot slope rigged with a 
ladder and a rope. 

Last Descent 

The very last descent is 
down a small waterfall that is 
seven feet high, but there is a 
problem at the bottom. In 
order to avoid getting one’s 
feet any wetter than they are 
already, at is necessary to bal¬ 
ance at toe bottom of toe fall, 
then leap across the water. 

There are just a few feet 
left to the terminal sump. The 
roof comes down almost to 
the floor and the area is flood¬ 
ed. So far, nobody has been 
able to get through the water- 
filled passage to see what 
wonders lie beyond. The 
VICEG suspects from its sur¬ 
veys that the link with toe 
lower cave is probably hori¬ 
zontal and may be flooded all 
the way. 

The trip takes about 2% to 
three hours, depending on vis¬ 
itors’ climbing abilities and 
interest. The way out Is toe 
same as toe way in, so there 


is that extremely low passage 
with the cold water to look 
forward to again. 

Photography can be frus¬ 
trating and rewarding. There 
are so many formations to 
photograph, but there are 
problems with water. Ca¬ 
meras and flash units have to 
be kept dry and toe humidity 
is so high that spelunkers’ 
breath creates a mist. 

The Vancouver Island Cave 
Exploration Group has about 
40 members who are explor¬ 
ing- caves in several parts of 
the Island. One of their 
concerns is preserving caves 
from vandalism so they tend 
to share-news of their discov¬ 
eries only with others who are 
seriously interested in cave 
study and conservation. 

Guides Cautious 

In conducting tours through 
the Home Lake Caves, 
VICEG guides take precau¬ 
tions to prevent accidents. 
The group supplies hard hats 
and lights but no attempt has 
been made to illuminate toe 
caves with light apart from 
the lamps attached to the 
hats. 

The VICEG has existed 
singe 1962 under several dif¬ 
ferent ' names and has sub¬ 
divisions /at Victoria, Port Al¬ 
bemi ind Kelsey Bay. 
Members are active almost 
every weekend in cave loca¬ 
tion, exploration, • mapping 


and photography all over the 
Island and occasionally on the 
mainland, where they have 
connections with other Cana¬ 
dian and American caving 
groups. 

Not Just Holes 

Said one member of the 
group, “Because toe VICEG’s 
prime, concern is preserving 
caves from thoughtless of de¬ 
liberate damage, toe club 
tends to share news of its dis¬ 
coveries only with others who 
are seriously interested in 
cave study and conservation. 
At toe same time, toe cavers 
hope to impress upon toe gen¬ 
eral public that caves are not 
merely holes in toe ground to 
be challenged and defeated by 
explorers. Each cave is a 
unique natural feature whose 
fragile environment may sup¬ 
port specially adapted life 
form and may permit the 
slow development of fantas¬ 
tically beautiful and irreplac- 
able crystalline formations. 

"By upsetting the cave en¬ 
vironment as little as possi¬ 
ble, visitors can experience 
again and again the full natu¬ 
ral wonder of the cave, and 
speleologists can record data 
on its life and development, 
thus advancing man’s knowl¬ 
edge of this hidden aspect of 
his world.” 

With their pits, narrow pas¬ 
sages and irregularly flowing 
streams, some caves are haz¬ 


ardous to toe unprepared ex¬ 
plorer. For toi% reason, as 
well as for the comradeship, 
it is advisable for those inter¬ 
ested in caves and caving to 
become involved with an es¬ 
tablished caving group. 

VICEG represents a pooling 
of thousands of dollars worth 
of specialized caving equip¬ 
ment and decades of caving 
experience. In its 11 years of 
activity, it has never had a 
caving accident requiring res¬ 
cue or emergency treatment. 
In such a context, the novice 
can discover the world of cav¬ 
ing in confidence and safety 
without making a heavy indi¬ 
vidual outlay for the essential 
proper equipment. 

Response Warm 

This was the intention of 
the parks branch and the 
cavers at Horne Lake Caves 
over toe summer — to in¬ 
troduce interested members 
of the public to caves and the 
caving experience as it is en¬ 
joyed by those who specialize 
in the subject. 

From the comments in toe 
park register, it is apparent 
that public response has been 
enthusiastic and that the sum¬ 
mer’s program has created a 
more widespread under¬ 
standing and appreciation of 
toe fragile beauty of the 
caves and the enjoyments and 
responsibilities of cavers.

A 14-ton telescope mirror 
blank has arrived at the Do¬ 
minion Astrophysical Obser¬ 
vatory on Little Saanich 
Mountain where it will be 
ground and polished < into the 
primary mirror for a 144-inch 
telescope. 

It will take about three 
years to polish the surface to 
the desired accuracy of one- 
millionth of an inch. The work 
will be done with equipment 
provided by Westar, an astro¬ 


nomical research association 
of Canadian universities. 

Grinding and polishing will 
begin next week in the obser¬ 
vatory’s optical shop, the 
largest In the world. 

The project is a joint under¬ 
taking by Canada, the U.S. 
and France. 

When finished, the telescope 
will be installed on top of the 
13,700-foot extinct volcano 
Mauna Kea on the island of 
Hawaii.

Police Prefect Rene Carrasco confirmed the 
suicide. He said Augusto Olivares, a close Allende 
adviser, also killed himself.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — Salvador Allende, 
the first freely elected Marxist leader in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, was ousted in a violent coup by 
the Chilean military Tuesday and police said Al¬ 
lende took his own life rather than surrender to the 
attacking rebels. 

Allende’s slumped body, with a bullet through 
his mouth, was reported to have been found in the 
presidential palace after a 20 -minute attack by the 
military, which included bomb-dropping planes and 
heavy artillery.

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Legal Cork Pulled on Booze

An illegal-liquor case that 
has been brewing since late 
May came to a head Tuesday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
and, as a result, the Canada 
Customs people in Victoria 
soon will be pouring 134 bot¬ 
tles of whiskey, gin and saki 
down the drain. 

The last legal cork stopping 
the paperwork pour was un¬ 
plugged when Judge William 


Ostler vacated a warrant for 
Joachim Vincent Tauro, 51, 
chief steward of the Liberian 
freighter Athol, and withdrew 
a charge against Tauro as 
well. 

Ostler acted after an appli¬ 
cation by prosecutor Bruce 
McConnan, who said Tauro 
was now back home in Bom¬ 
bay, there was "no possibility 
of his return (and) the cus¬ 
toms people would like to 
close their file." 

Tauro was charged late in 


May with unlawful possession 
of undeclared goods and 
sources said the goods were 
134 bottles, mostly whiskey 
with some gin and saki. 

The sources said customs 
officials received a tip that 
the Athol was bringing in un¬ 
declared liquor for sale in 
Port Albemi. The ship was 
searched May 18, reportedly 
at Victoria, and two bottles of 
liquor and two more of saki 
were found in Tauro's cabin. 

Another 11 cases were found 


in the Athol’s dry stores, hid¬ 
den in a rice bin and in a 
canned-goods section. 

Tauro pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and his trial was 
set for July 10 after spokes¬ 
men for Tauro and the prose¬ 
cution said the ship probably 
would be back in Victoria on 
that day. 

It wasn’t and Ostler was 
told July 10 that Athol might 
appear a week later. For 
legal reasons, the judge de¬ 
clined to issue a warrant but 


said one could be issued by a 
justice of the peace. That was 
later done. 

The sources said Tuesday 
the ship did not show up in 
July but was at Part Albemi 
at last report. 

McConnan said his file-clos¬ 
ing remark meant the cus¬ 
toms people wish to dispose of 
the 134 bottles, which have 
been stored pending a court 
case. There was no indication 
of when and where this would 
be done.

Funds Lack 
Cuts Plans 


After nearly five years of 
pleading and scrounging for 
funds to build one of Canada's 
most advanced activity 
centres for the handicapped, 
persons, backers of the proj¬ 
ect, say it looks like it will 
have to be scaled down. 

The centre, which will form 
part of a housing development 
on Vernon in Saanich, is to 
provide work, therapy and 
recreation for more than 200 
of B.C.’s handicapped. 

Originally, the project was 
to cost 5950,000, but Ron Jef- 
fels, chairman of the activity 
centre committee, said Tues¬ 
day plans may have to be 
modified. 

"We are about 5400,000 
short of our target but I don’t 
think we can wait too much 
longer: we’ll have to start the 
centre one way or another," 
Jeff els said. 

There was, of course, a 
danger that scaling down the 
project might "cut the heart 
out of it" 

The committee has, so far, 
secured 5550,000, consisting of 
a 5300,000 grant from the pro¬ 
vincial government, 5100,000 
from the Community Chest 
and 5150,000 from various or¬ 
ganizations. 

The committee asked the 
federal government to con¬ 
tribute 5300.000 to the project 
but there has been no re¬ 
sponse. 

A request for a 5100,000 
grant will be made to the 
Greater Victoria Inter¬ 
municipal Committee at next 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

"But unless we get some 
- more money soon, we may 
have to cut our suit according 
to the cloth we have," Jeffels 
said. 

The centre will be located 
beside 19 townhouses ami a 
1 60-unit apartment block which 
^ Will provide housing for the 
handicapped, their families 
and senior citizens. 

The housing section of the 
development, designed with 
wide doors, ramps and low 
cupboards, is expected to be 
opened in early October. 

The housing part will be 
managed by the B.C. Housing 
Management Commission 
with the help of the Victoria 
Multiple Sclerosis and Coemo- 
politan Aid Societies. 

The activity centre is to 
provide necessary therapy 


and recreation for the han¬ 
dicapped residents of the proj¬ 
ect. 

It is to have a medical sec¬ 
tion, a workshop, a library 
and a cafeteria. •

to build a parking garage on 
the former Ocean Cement site 
at the Inner Harbor wa¬ 
terfront. 

"No way. That should be 
prevented at any cost," Jim 
G o r s t, New Democrat 
member for Esquimau, said 
in an interview. 

"I don’t like it. It’s not fair. 
It would destroy what looks 
like a good beginning of the 
Inner Harbor’s rehabili¬ 
tation,’’ said Newell Morrison, 
Social Credit member for Vic¬ 
toria. 

Last week, city council dis¬ 
cussed preliminary plans to 
build a parking structure on 
part of the SVa-acre site pur¬ 
chased 18 months ago at a 
cost of 51.13 million by the 
city with substantial help 
from the provincial and feder¬ 
al governments. 

Originally, the site was to 
be used for a park and a 
public marina. 

Gorst said the provincial 
government should persuade 
council to abandon plans for 
using the property as a sTle 
for a parking facility. 

"The Inner Harbor should 
be for people, not for cars. By 
building a parking garage 
on that property, you would 
invite traffic into.the city and 
the idea is to get it out," 
Gorst said. 

"It is things like this that 
show the urgent need for a 
provincial capital commis¬ 
sion, similar to the National 
Capital Commission in Otta¬ 
wa," he said. 

"A body like that could con¬ 
trol and co-ordinate develop¬ 
ment in such vital areas as 
the Inner Harbor," he added.

Witnesses Sought 
In Plaza Shooting 


Bail of 512,000 was set Tues¬ 
day in Victoria Provincial 
Court for a 65-year-old Saan¬ 
ich man charged with at¬ 
tempted murder in the Mon¬ 
day afternoon shooting of a 
Saanich woman on the Hill¬ 
side Shopping Plaza parking 
lot. 

Retired builder Clifford 
Earle Clark, 121 Kamloops, 
was charged with the attempt¬ 
ed murder "by shooting her 
with a firearm" of Mrs. 
Freda Helen Eveledgh, 3755 
Seaton, who remained in criti¬ 
cal condition late Tuesday in 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

Meanwhile, Victoria police 
issued an appeal for any 
witnesses who may have seen 
a man sitting in a "whitish" 
car or driving one between 1 
p.m. and 2:20 p.m. Monday on 
or near the shop-plaza park¬ 
ing lot. 

They said the car might 
have been around the western 
end jotf the lot near a health 
spa and Zeller’s store. 
Witnesses who could describe 
the man and his actions were 
asked to phone the police .de¬ 
tective division at 384-4111.' 


First reports Monday said a 
man approached Mrs. Eve- 
leigh’s parked car as she sat 
in the driver’s seat and fired 
one shot from a handgun 
through the driver’s window, 
then walked around the car 
and fired a second shot 
through the front passenger 
window. 

Police said Tuesday they 
still believe that was what 
happened but they changed - 
reports that both bullets hit 
Mrs. Eveleigh. Only one did 
and neither the second bullet 
nor a weapon has been found. 

The bullet was said to have 
entered Mrs. Eveleigh’s head 
near the right side of her 
right eye and ended lodged in 
her left upper skull. Doctors 
were believed to have decided 
to wait several days before 
making any attempt to re¬ 
move the bullet. 

The man drove frorq the 
shooting scene and police 
went to an address in the 
100-block Kamloops about an 
hour later. Clark was taken to 
Victoria police station at 
about 4:45 p.m. for question¬ 
ing and retained in custody. 

Robert Heath appeared as 
defence lawyer for Clark be¬ 


fore Judge Williahi Ostler 
Tuesday afternoon and said 
"senior counsel” might be re¬ 
tained later. 

Bail was set after a discus¬ 
sion involving Ostler, Heath 
and prosecutor Peter Birkett 
and Clark was remanded to 
next Tuesday for further 
hearing. 

Trial by judge and jury is 
mandatory in cases where at¬ 
tempted murder is charged. 
This means a preliminary 
hearing will be held before 
Ostler but probably not until 
October or November. 

If Ostler decides there is 
enough evidence to warrant a 
higher-court trial, that might 
not take place until a B.C. 
Supreme Court session in Jan¬ 
uary at the Victoria Law 
Courts. A similar session will 
start early in October but its 
agenda may already be filled. 

The Clark involved in the 
case is not the Cliff Clarke 
who has been manager of the 
Coach and Four* McPherson 
and now the King’s Den res¬ 
taurants and manager of the 
Carlton Club, and has ap¬ 
peared onstage and as a 
director of a number of Vic¬ 
toria theatrical productions.

Costs of undergrounding the 
transmission project are 
being shared by Saanich mu¬ 
nicipality, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and B.C. Hydro 
under provision of the Power 
and Telephone Line Beau¬ 
tification Fund Act, according 
to a B.C. Hydro announce¬ 
ment. 


That act provides for a one- 
third sharing of the cost 
which would be about 
5600 , 000 . 

Last May, however, Saanich 
council agreed to contribute 
no more than 5200,000 to the 
project and Mayor Hugh 
Curtis said Tuesday night 
there has been ho change in 
that figure. 

At one time, it was pro¬ 
posed to carry the line by 90- 
foot-tall towers to Victoria’s 
city limits at Tolmie, with the 
rest going underground. 

When planners and others 
protested that- the towers 
would be an eyesore, follow¬ 
ing the Colquitz Creek Basin 
fo the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way, then along that route to 
and south on Douglas, Hydro 
replied that the cost of un¬ 
dergrounding would be pro¬ 
hibitive.
